Report on the M- Action 


Ine fight against Jews, Freemasons and the forces allied to them or otherwise 
ideologically opposed to us, has always been a most urgent task of National 
Socialism, especially during the War which has been forced upon us. In order 
to secure, within the areas occupied by Germany, all research material and the 
cultural effects of the groups indicated and to dispatch them to Germany, the 
Fuchrer at the suggestion of Reichsleiter Rosenberg was ordered that libraric.. 
archives, lodges and other ideological and cultural institutions of all kinds 
be searched for appropriate material and that this be secured for the idco- 
logical instruction of the National Socialist Party.

The same order applies to cultural effects which wore cither in the possessi: 
of or werc the property of Jews and were unclaimed or originated from sources 
not clearly ascertainable, 


The Special Purpose Staff (Einsatzstab) of Reichsleiter Rosenberg was charge 
with the carrying out of this task. In addition to this s.izuroof property, 
at the suggestion of the Dircetor West of tho Special Purpose Staff it was 
proposed to the Reichsleiter that the furniture and other contents of the 
unguarded Jewish homes should also be secured and dispatched to the Minister 
for the Occupied Eastern Territorics, for use in the occupied Eastern Territor 
ics, The Fuehrer agrecd to Reichsleiter Rosonberg's proposal by means of th: 
letter of the Reich Minister and Chief of tho Reich Chancery dated 31.12.51. 


The Special Purpose Staff of Reichsleiter Rosenberg was charged with carryi 
out this task in the occupicd territories, The amount of work to be donc 
in this section forced thc Special Purpose Staff of Reichslciter Rosenborg i 
return the mandate of 14.1.1942 to the Minister for the Occupicd Eastern 


Territories so that this might be executed by him, owing to personnel diffi- 
cultios. 


The Minister for tho Occupiod Eastern Territories thereupon organized the 
Office West on 25.3.42 in Paris with local branches in France, Belgium and 
Holland, Tho Director West of the Special Purpose Staff of Reichsleiter 
Rosenberg E,R.R, was appointed Chief of this Office, 


At first all the confiscated furniture and goods were dispatched to admini- 
strations ia the Occupied Eastern Territories. Owing to the terror attacks 

on German cities, which then begm and in the knowledge that bombed-out popl 
Germany ought to have preference over the Eastern people, Reich Minister 

and Reichsloitor Rosenberg obtained a new order from the Fuchrer according to 
which the furniture etc. obtained through the M.-Action was to be put at the 
disposal of bombed-out people within Germany.

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The confiscation of Jewish homes was carried out as follows, so-called ccu- 
fiscation officials went from house to house when no records were aviiloble 

of the addresses of Jews who had departed or fled, as was the case for in- 
stance in Paris, in order to collect information as to abandoned Jowish homes. 
They drew up inventories of those homes and subsequently sealed them. In ordcr 
to avoid complaints, especially in caso Aryan premises were sealed or homes ©.’ 
Jews who were not affected by the Action, tho premises were usually left seslod 
for two or three months, and their contents were not taken awzy until that 

time had expired. In Pris alone avout twenty confiscation officials confis- 
cated more than 38 000 homes, The transportation of the contents of these 

homes was completed with the aid of the entire car park of the Union of Perisinu 
Removal Contractors who had to Provide every day up to 150 trucks with 1200 

to 1500 French labourers, 


The evacuations were divided into evacuations A and B. Evacustion A meant 
confiscation of all kinds of goods, but not furniture; evacuation B meant 
confiscation of actuzl furniture. 


The goods are dispatched first to large collecting camps from where they orc 
processed, sorted out, and loaded for Germany, 


Owing to the sgarcity of personnel in the Office West, acts of sabotage comit- 
ted by the French labourers could not be prevented, but rather did they incr 
Considerably, In order to overcome this difficulty, two large collection can 
were sct up and the SD provided 700 Jews, These workers were at the samo tix 
intcrned in the various camps, Up to that time the Office had no expert wor. £3 
at their disposal, neither for loading, nor for repairing damaged furniture, 
When organizing so-called Jew Camps, work-shops were established for exbinut- 
makers, watchmakers, shoemakers, electricians, radio experts, furriers, otc. 
All incoming goods were thoroughly sorted out and those not ready for use v-r 
rep2ircd, Morcover special boxes were dispatched for the use of specicl tr 
(tailors', locksmiths!, plumbers!, sanitary, medical boxes.) Only interned 
Jews were used for the sorting-out of the confiscated furniture and goods on 

& covered conveyor belt, and for the packing and loading, As a result of the 
expericnce acquired with regard to confiscation, working systems within the 
camps, end transportation, the Office West was able to reorgenize their entire 
working system and with the small staff at their disposal succeed in providing 
for use in Germany ever things which appeared to be valueless, such as serap 
paper, rags, salvage otc, Urfortunctely acts of sabotage could not be prevcn- 
ted despite the sharpest control in tho camps, Sometimes even during the 
transport, acts of sabotage were committed by French, Belgien end Dutch roil- 
way officials, so thet loads which had been correctly pacxed and loaded and 
which had been secopted by the respective representatives of districts and tows 
often srrived in an extro: -ly damaged condition. These acts would havo ts8uacd 
even greater dimensions had not the German State Railways, whose bombed out 
cfficials wore among the people supplied by the Office West, risen to the 
occesion splendidly and helped the workers of the Office West with a great niui- 
ber of specialized personnel, 


Altogether the Office West including the special purpose branches was confis- 
cated about 71 619 Jewish homes. Moreover they took through Evacuation A;

Concerning: Jewish Possessions in France 


In compliance with the order of the Fuehrer (Fuehrerbefehl) for 
protection of Jewish, cultural possessions, a great number of Jewish 
dwellings remained unguarded. Consequently, many furnishings have 
disappeared, because a guard could, naturally, not be posted. In the 
whole FAST, the administration has found terrible conditions of living 
quarters, and the chances of procurement are so limited that it is not 
practical to procure any more. Therefore, I beg the FUEHRER to permit 
the seizure of all Jewish home furnishings of Jews in PARIS, who have 
fled, or will leave shortly, and that of Jews living in all parts of 
the occupied WEST, to relieve the shortage of furnishings in the ad- 
ministration in the EAST 


2. A grest number of leading Jews were, after a short examina- 
tion in PARIS, again released. The attempts on the lives of members

of the armed forcos have not stonped, on tho contrary they continue. 
This reveals an unmistakable plan to disrupt the GERMAN-FRENCH co- 
operation, to force GERMANY to retaliate, and, with this, evoke a new 
defenso on the part of the French against GERMANY. I suggest to the 
FUEHRER that, instead of executing 100 Frenchmen, we substitute 100 
Jewish bankers, lawyers, etc. It is the Jews in LONDON and NEW YORK 
who incite the French communists to commit acts of violence, and it 
seems only fair that the members of this race should pay for this. 

It is not the little Jews, but the leading Jews in FRANCE, who should 
be held responsible, That would tend to awaken the Anti-Jewish senti- 
ment (Antijudaismus).

The mission of the Foreign Policy Office (APA) of the Netionel 

Socislistic German Vorkers' Party (NSDAP) could not from its founding be 
considered a replica of the development of the Foreien Office, but is re- 
stricted in a very definite manner, From the entire foreien policy comolex 
the following concrete problems have been selected: 


Ihe German-English Relationship, the North Eastern Region, the South 
Eastern Region (Danube Region) along with boundary peoples holding in- 
terests in these regions, and Soviet Russia, 

With the realization that the entire present day foreign policy is 

tied together in the closest manner with the question of foreign trade, a 
definite division vas est blished to deal vith this subject. Thus the 
following divisions were set up in the A.P...: 


England, the North, the South-Esst Region, the Near East, Foreign Trade, 
and the Press. 


l. England: The attempts to find persons in England who had the desire 
to understand the German movement date back to 1929, Our English agent 

R. in Berlin made possible my first trip to London in 1931. There a 
number of connections were made which worked out well in a practical 
fashion to brine bout 2 German-Enelish understanding, Above all was 
Group Leader "., member of the Air General Staff, who was firmly of the 
belief thet Germany and England must stand together in the defense against 
the Bolshevist danger, These different voicines of opinions had the re- 
sult thet the circle in the English Air G-ner^l Staff enl»rzed nd the 
Flying Club became ^ center of German-English understanding. In 1934 Group 
Leader W, came to Germany -here he was received by the Fuehrer (Hitler). 
The utterances of the Fuehrer had the result to further strenethen these 
already favorably inclined volicies, »nd since this time this cordiality 
has not been broken, The Air General Staff always inouired of us vhat 
they could state to refute the »nti-Germ^n el-ments in London in a manner 
favorable to us, The Gcrm-n ereuments were then omlied in ^ corresvonding 
manner. In contrast to certain English persons «ho vould sneak out very 
fervently for Germany, only to speak the contr^ry some months later, this 
staunch grouo, n-mely, the Air Generel Staff which vas- run by the younger 
officers, had proven itself to be ^ solid nd conscious support in 211 
changing situations, Not least in this influence was the great speech 

of Baldwin of the previous year in «hich he oromised Germany the right 

to air protection, The English periodical "The Airplane" which is printed 
under the guid^nce of the Air General Staff, began to express against 
Bolshevism in ^n always increasing sharper tone, and always declared, 

when there was agitation against German militarism, that one could today 
feel well pleased if Germany had a strong air force to combat the Asiatic 
barbarism, The English ministers who did not wish to adopt this point of 
view were sharply criticized. In the change of foreign ministers’ the 
pro-French candidate for foreign office was not selected, but rather the 
ex-Minister of Air, Samual Hoare, who till this day still keeps up his 
personal contacts with the Air Ministry, Upon his request a memorandum on 
the spiritual foundation of national socialism, inspired by us, was trans- 
mitted to him; it 5eing his desire to understand our movement more fully, 


During the reign of MacDonald this feeling of cordiality was supported 
through the private secretary of MacDonald, Mr, Badlow whom I also met 

in 1933 snd with whom I had extensive discussions. Since this time he has 
const^ntly been informed through us, 2nd has had more than one heated dif- 


ference of opinion with Mac Donald over this subject, ll V MI WI

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A resulting activity of this connection "ith the British Air General 

Staff was the establishment of 2 liaison between our ^ir Ministry and the 
British fliers, Ho-ever, before it wes »ossible for us to reveal our 
armament, V, revealed to me on official stationery of the British Air 
Ministry, 2 represent^tive of the airvlene motor factory "hich wos enraced 

in producing motors for the British Air Force, and vhich said representative 
I later met here in Berlin, Since the Germen industry itself h-d *ttoined 
production capacity by nov, this ^lmost offici-1 British offer for German 
^ir arming could not be fully accepted, However, the Chief of our England 
Division (K^pnitesenleutn-nt Obcrmueller, reserve) tock two representatives 

of the German ‘ir Ministry to London and himself undertook several trivs 

to London, He was the first German to receive en invitation from the vice- 
Air Marshal to view the British Air Force and British air strength. The 

APA had placed an automobile at the disposal of this same Air Marshal in which 
to tour Gcrmany when he was in Germany last year, A firmer bond has also been 
accomplished betveen our English Division and Henry Deterding and his asso- 
ciastes, Misunderstandings in matter of taxes pertaining to the German pos- 
sessions of Dctcrding could be removed, thus preventing a change of managcment 
in respect to Deterding and the Shell Works whereby Germany would habe lost 
some large contracts, 

At the close of last year we received the message that the King of England 
had expressed himself to be very dissatisfied over the official press agency, 
The visit of the Duke of Kent to Munich had made matters still worse pertaining 
to the King's views on the press agency. Consequently we one day received the 
request from London to make possible that our English agent take a trip to 
London in order to orient the Duke of Kent in every detail vertaining to 
national socislism in order to convey this information to the King, R. went 
With me to London exactly as requested and there had an over three hour long 
unobserved conference vith the Duke of Kent, vho then conveyed this to the 
King of England, One can assume that this instruction h-s served its pur- 
pose and exerted ^ definite strenethenine »ressuro for change of cabinet 

and heed it in a direction of closer cordiality for Germany. 


A number of Englishmen vere invited to the Party Day of 1934, of «hich 

some ^t le^st »rotrsyod ^ favorable attitude towards Germeny. Above 211 was 
Captain MeCn- , semi-officicl counsel of the Enelish i/inistry of Wer end 
liaison man between other ministries, MeC-w was vreviously adjutant to Lord 
Kitchener, nd as we ascert^ined, hes - orked for a Gormn-British underst-n- 
ding in offici^l quarters, Besides, there w-s also the truly enthusiastic 
adjutant of the Duke of Connaucht (uncle of the Enelish King), ^rchib^ld 
Boyle, who was called uvon -11 matters of foreign policy by the ir Trensport 
Ministry, and who worked for the same purpose, To these important contacts 
may be added a great number of other connections with British politicians, 
officers, ^nd members of Parlinment, 


It naturally is to be understood that other personalities of the Nazi Party 
(NSDAP) had important connections in England and have utilized them. In con- 
clusion I believe I can say that the England Division of the Foreign Policy 
Office (APA), in spite of many difficulties and counter-currents upon which 
I will not enter any further, has done its duty in the special purpose of 
helping to create a German-English understanding, 


2.Northern Division: The winning over of the Scandinavian countries to 
the side of Germany appears as a foregone necessity for future German foreign 
policy, but the necessity is also as great to prevent the Scandinavian coun- 
tries from m^king ^ clean entry into the circle of anti-German countries, 
The political possibilities towards these Marxist governments were extremely 
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difficult, Tr^de policies, according to my belief, h-ve suffered most through 
sins of omissions, hence the APA restricted itself more to the cultur^l 
political field, For this purpose it expanded the Nordic (Scandin-vicn) 
Society, This formerly sm31l society h2s grown to be a decisive bond in 
the German-Seindin vian reletionship since its Support by the APA two years 
ago. The society's leader, Lohse, is selected by the APA, The offices in all 
sections (Gsu) are headed by corresponding section chiefs (Gauleiter). 
Trade groups nd other organizations and branches of the party which have 
dealings with Scandinavia have come to agreement so that almost 311 of 

the traffic between Germeny and Seandinavia today passes through the hands 
of the Nordic Society. The society hus to date celebrated in Germany all 
memorial days of great Nordic scientists ond artists (Hamsun, Holberg, 
Heidenstam) -nd has brought 2 number of Nordic conductors to Germany, as 
well ^s having furthered Nordic literature, Through its periodical 

"The North" (Der Norden) thoughts have been exchanged, Finally, personal 
relations were increasingly favored through conventions, Especially was the 
Convention of 1935 4 complete success, This convention met under the sanc- 
tity of the Scandinavian ministers in Germany and the German ministers in 
Se-ndinavia, ^s far as it anplied to the Nordic Music Conclave as the mrin 
purnose of the convention, The committee vas composed of the authoritative 
Nordic Xusic Society. Fourteen sold out concerts and over 200 Scandinavian 
visitors attest to the success of the convention, 


Thereuvon the First N-tion-l Finnish Art Exhibition come to Germany, 

followed by the request of the Finnish Government to the P^ to hold . German 
exoosition in Helsinki in March of 1936, These vsycholorically valu-ble 
affiliations heve undoubtedly loosened the tension in mony circles and it 
would do well for ^ clever tr^de volicy to make use of this loosened tension, 
as for exemple, the trade treaties between Enel-nd and Finland exoire in 


1936. The Chief of the Northern Division is my orivate secretary, Thilo 
von Troth», 


3. Southeast (Danube-Resion):' Since the Fuehror (Hitler) has reserved 
austria for his ovn, the APA hes relayed on to the responsible places any 
reports from Austris, and hes not dealt in Austrian politics. Relations with 
Hungary were immediately established, The iPA. invited Premier Gombos to 
Berlin in 1933 for a private visit where he vas presented to the Fuchrer, 
The Fuehrer took him along to Erfurt to observe a review of the S.4. Speci- 
fic discussions were undertaken with hungary to convince her of the futi- 
lity of her demands for 100 percent revision of boundaries, Finally in 
ugust of 1935 I spoke with his excellence von Angian and made clear to 

him thet although we vell understood her own interests, the necessity that 
Hungary must decline its revision demands upon Yugoslavia and Rumania and 
address its demands to Czechoslovakia, One can assume that the Hungarians 
are now ready to realize the necessity of the boundary revisions 2s pro- 
posed, 


Exceptionally long and drawn out discussions were in process "ith Rumania 
because definite measures were necessary, not because we did not wish to be 
intervenine in Rum^ni^n affairs without beine called, but because we had to 
await the attitude of the Party as a result of the King of Rumanix sending 
a friend to Berlin, Here on Rumanian soil a bitter battle was going on 
between the »ro-French Titulesco and Jewish elements on onc side against 
the »nti-Je' ish elements on the other side, The Kinz is vell e"are of the 
fact thet in the end his sunport of Bolshevism may cost him his throne, 
HoWever, he is so intimidsted by the threats of Frence, so as not to call 
for an election, ^nd hopes anly th-t the vowers of the »eoole, ‘hich are 
mounting against Titulesco, are so strong that he can supoort himself upon 
the "ill of the besole., In order to create unity of expression the 'P^ sug- 
gested formation of ° larce Gormen-Rum^ni-n Ch-mber of Commerce in Berlin, 
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The profits of this business vere not to benefit any »rivate associates 
but were to zo to those groups that worked for a Germ^n-Rum*ni-n under- 
standing., Because of ^ false revort of Herr von Neurath to the Fuehrer 
(Hitler) in *hich it "^s stated as though the action vere t^ken in the 
n me of the Fuchrer, the vork was delayed snd hindered and finally 
stoped, even though »11 of the ministers concerned h-d screed to the olan. 
Through this mony costly months vere lost ^nd the iP. was forced to try 
other means, Since it r=s not vossible to -ork "ith money, many conferen- 
ces vere arranzed betveen the coming Premier Goma, Fin lly, *n *2reement 
“hich had been considered impossible, was concluded between Gogs. end the 
*nti-Semetic lender Cuza, Cuan, upon my wish, deleted several voints from 
his vrogram, fter ~hich he informed us that is "^s necessary in the in- 
terest of his fatherlend (Rumania) -nd a Ge n^n-Rum^ni-^n underst-nding 
that he comply : ith my "ish, ^s he had recoznized in me an unyielding 
anti-Semite, I have informed the Fuehrer of the complicated later rel»tion- 
Ships in numerous revorts, Germany is fighting France end Bolshevism in 
Rumania, and when affairs have progressed so as to warrant further dis- 
cussion, the King of Rumania vill invite me to a visit to discuss the 
matter further.

Feelers have been sent out to Belgrade through Rumania, Here also 

exists the possibility of splitting the "lesser entente", but as far as I 
can ascertain, Yugoslavia is not considering withdrawal from this alliance 
Singly under certain guarantees, but will withdraw together with Rumania.

The Ne-r Fast: Next it was necessary that the position of the national 
socialistic movement be secured not only within the confines of the Party 
but -lso in public life, This was the more so necess^ry since the old Rapal- 
lo Treaty wrs constantly beine discussed in the universities in numerous 
lectures, In relation ith this tss the Year Enst Idealozy of Moeller van 
dem Brock which exerted its influence deep within the Party. The APA 
proceeded in the most tenacious fashion t^ vrevent the provonents of 

he Rapallo school from comine to the universities, slthourh this was 
not *lvays possible, The APA prevented that instructional lectures of the 
School of Rapallo end Moeller ven dem Brack - ere held within the Party 
and other societies, Throuch the Reich Ministry for the Further^nce of 
German Liter^ture were issued many shero criticisms over the e^stern 
ide^lozy of Moeller van dem Brock to 71l eovernment ond o^rty offices, 
Furthermore, Ur. Leibrandt, the Chief of the Near East Division delivered 
several speeches on this matter to Party Conventions, student societies, 
end so forth, It w- s this ^ctivity -hich csused the ^PA to mike enemies 
with many governmental offices until the Fuehrer in his speech of May 21 
set forth the authenticity of this vork -nd forced a withdrawal of those 
who opposed this activity of the APA, From there on the Near East Division 
has pursued the entire current Russian political activity, collected 

and examined current Russian renorts, made on exact study of the minority 
feelings in Russia 2nd contacted anti-Soviet circles, although only for 
purposes of study, The Near East Division h s supplied other divisions, 
namely the English Division with necessary material about Russia, as well 
as making available to the Press Division materinl for "Den Voelkischen 
Beobachter" (official Nazi Party newspaper). 


Foreign Trade: In all these political connections the question of 
foreign trade played sn important part, Reluctantly one must say that 

it v^s just in this field, according to my view, that much opportunity 

has been lost, First of all, the Manchuko Incident, which came to the atten. 
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tion of the Fuehrer, was vithout oucstion sabotaccd in the vorst 
fashion” by the Forei7n Offices in Berlin ^n3 Tokio, Still, it is 

of significance that the form of the reciprocsl trade treaties which 
were written up by the Foreien Tr-de Division serve as models for 

many other governmental treaties, In many instances the division 

was ^ble to establish order when thinzs had been greatly nezlected, as 
the Germon-Finnish Discussions (for which the chief of the Foreicn 
Trade Division received the Finnish decoration), the German-Norwecian 
Wel Agreement, “nd a great number of other questions, Problems dealing 
vith the foreien trade of Germany and the middle exst (Turkey 2nd Iran) 
were slso attacked, One may say today that a very cheerful cooperation 
hes been established in this ficld between the representatives of the 
Foreign Office ^nd our Foreign Trade Division, The German=rumanian 
question was tockled by our Fordizn Trade Division. during all this `.. 
time, -but ‘unfortunately did not produce the desired results, The 
Foreign Trade Division produced a stimulus for German industry on the 
question of German-Russian credit, is things stood, greedy circles 

in heavy industry threntened the interests of the medium and small 
industries whom they were willin^ to sicrifice for the tempting Soviet 
business. Seventy million marks would have boen lost in this deal 
because Russis would not accept the decisions of the Board of Ar- 
bitration, while he^vy industry was willing to forego this sum, 
Through the intervention of the ¿Pi the situation was changed, Short- 
ly thereafter the Bo*rd of Arbitration a73in met and acknowled7ed 

the claims of little 2nd medium business, znd divided 2mong the several 
categories, thus saving the Germen Reich 70 million marks, 


The Foreivzn Trade Division ~orked under the theory, that the 
question of foreien trade would be a ranid development, 2nd therefore 
formulsted exact recommendations in the discussions, The recom- 
mended foreivn trade drafts, as "ere recommended in these dis- 
cussions, were not refuted by W»7emenn nor Josi^s Stamp in London, 
Ooposition, hovever, hss arisen in the Reich Ministry of Commerce, 
“hich apparently, ho ever, hes not ^iven the metter ^ very exact 
examination, Thus the matter rests, German foreicn trade hes not 
protressed, snd the forced taxation by means of exnort duties of 
over 700 million marks for German industry in 1935 can only be 
considered an emer;yency measure nd not ^ fundrmental policy. Here 
again the iP. recommends to the Fuchrer to cive these proposals 

a trial, 


Party Member Dsitzhas vorked vith initictive on ouestions of 
foreign trade, Party Member Malletke, vho has proven himself to be 
a far-seeing associzte, has conducted the daily administration and 
the examination of 711 problems, 


The Press: The Press Division of the APA is comorised of persons 
who together master all the languages that are in use, Daily they 
axamine approximately 300 newspapers and deliver to the Fuchrer, 
the deputy Fuehrer, and all other interested offices the conden- 
sations of the important trends of the intire world press. I know 
that these press renorts are highly praised by all who constantly 
follow them, The Press Division furthermore conducts an exact archives 
on the attitudes of the most important papers of the world and an 
exect archives on the most important journalists of the world, Many 
embarrissments during conferences in Germany could have been 
avoided had one consulted these archives (case of Leumas, Nuernberg, 
1934; c^se of Dorothy Thompson; nd others), Further, the Press 
Division v^s able to arr^n»e a host of intcrviews as well as conduc- 
ting a creat number of friendly foreien journàlists to tho various 
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official representatives of Germany, Hearst then personally asked 
me to often rite about the position of Germen foreign policy 

in his p-pers, This ye^r five continuous articles under my n^me 
have appeared in Hearst p-rerg ^11 over the world, Since these 
articles, ^s Hearst person^lly informed me, presented vell foun- 
ded arzuments, he begzed me to vrite further articles for his 
D*Ders, 


The Press Division of the P. v^s able to step into ^ position of 
arbitr^tion in the conflict which arose between the represen- 
tatives of the foreign press in Germany ond the Office of Propa- 
conde becnuse of the general attsck that the Minister of Propa- 
gonda, Dr. G^ebb;ls had made upon the combined world press in 
July of 1934, Thus from the combined press representatives it was 
able to select znd take care of those who vere of a pro-German 
opinion, or at least concucted themsclves in 2 neutral manner, 
Because of the willinzhess to cooperate, that the Press Division 
under the skillful :;uidance of Dr, Bomer showed the foreizners, 
the Press Division has won a position of honor, and can today 
claim to have 2 truly personal and fectusl knowledse of world 
journalism, 


In general the “PA has attempted in the last 1 4 years to estab- 
lish contact between diplomacy nd tho world press in Germany. 
For this purpose the /Pi held a Beer Party (Bierabend) each month, 
On each of these evonin^* ^ prominent revresentative of the party 
or zovernment snoke about the work of his division, The most pro- 
minent n^tion-l soci^lists snoke at these e2therings (Goerinz, 
Rust, Todt, Schirach, Hierl, Dr.Gross, Frau Scholtz-Klinck, Frank, 
Ley, ^nd others). These evenincs were constantly attended by 

the m^ jority of the dinlom=tic representstives, Ve could always 
count on having ^t lest 350 to 400 visitors, Since we invited a 
"rent number of representatives of the German ministries and 
party offices in the lest year, ^ hefty traffic hes developed, 
Many items which later aopezred in the »*pers can be accredited 
to the oerson^l clarification of ^ nationel socialistic party 
member who *ttended these evenin:s, The APA furthermore conducted 
a erect number of foreizners to the labor battalions (Arbcits- 
dienst) or acquzinted them vith other establishments, That has 
been 2 bit of vork that has constantly been going on so that 

the AP. here too has experience to answer #11 cuestions which 

may arise, 


The School of Instruction (Das Schulungshaus): The 2 À year work 
of all those active in the APA has given them 2 very exact picture 


of the practical workings of foreign policy and foreign trade, 

It has also enabled them every bit of knowledze which can be 
obtained from 2 national socialistic point of view in order to 
accurately juize the questions of forcizn policy at all, In order 
to also develop potential and interested capable powers arising 
from the people and develop them as successors in the movement 

of national socialism the Foreign Policy School of Instruction 
(Aussenpolitisches Schulunzsh^us) was founded in Dahlem in 1935. 
Students from 111 over Germany who displayed an interest in foreign 
policy were assembled at this school, They were here instructed 
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and schoolei throuch lectures 2nd cooperative work similar to seminars, 
Into this school were drawn the Hitler youths, SS, and the plan exists 
to have persons who will later travel abroad as representatives of 
large German concerns underzo an extensive cours of instruction. 
Furthermorc, the Foreisn Policy School of Instruction should also 
examine those students which the Academic Student Exchange is sending 
abro2d, Lectures at the school were ziven by a number of German 
economists, 2s well as the Japanese 2nd Chinese military attaches, 

The Chief of the Pà himself lectured there, 


The ^dministration of the ‘PA as well as the School of Instruction rest: 
in the hands of Party Member Knauer, who in his youth was party to 
the larch on Coburi:, 


In conclusion I may well say that these 2 4 years were rich in expe- 
riences and have tested people in their capacity to perform work. These 
2 4 years have led to the elimination of one or another incompetents, 
but at least 2 dozen people have become so enriched throuzh experien- 
ce that they can be a creat help to the Fuchrcr in the field of their 
enterprise, 


The lick of necessary 2nd sufficient mesns natur»lly prevents a 
comolete exploit-tion of the entire activity, which surely would be

In svito of almost completo occupation by tho 
Contral Powers in tho last orld war, Romania was dándobtod to 
Vorsaillos for hor ro-croation, which vas offocto@ partially ovon 
at tho expense of hor one-time Eascorn ally. A basically sound 
anti-Somitic tondency oxistod in this post-war country, which vas 
torn asunder by dynastic squabbles and innumerable party fights, 
But in spite of ropoatod cfforts this tendency had nevor risen 
above the limitations of a club, bocauso of sololy scicntific 
doctrinaire leadership. What was lacking as the guiding leadership 
of a political porsonality. aftor manifold grouping trials tho 
Bureau believed to have found such a personality - tho former 
Minister, and poot, Octavian Goga. It vas not difficult to convince 
this poot, pervaded by instinccive inspiration, that a Groator 
Romania, though it had to be created in opposition to Vionna, 
could be maintained only tozothor with Berlin. Nor vas it difficult 
to create in him tho dosiro to link the fato of Romania with tho 
futuro of the Na tional-Socialist Forman Roic^ in g99d tino. By 
bringing continuing influcnco to dear, the Buroau succoodod in 
inducing Octavian Goga as woll as Professor Cuza to analganato tho 
partics undor their leadership on an Anti-Somitic basis. rhus thoy 
could carry on with united strongth tho strveglo for Romania's 
renascence intornally, and hor affiliation (ANSCHLUSS) with Germany

4s long as the Gernan defense industry didn't naks it ubsolutce 
ly necessary, we refrained under any circwistances “rou the use of 
Soviet prisoners of war as well os of civilian workers, nen or wo- 
nen, fron the Soviet territories. This hus now beccne inpossible 
and the labor power of these pcople must now be evploited to the 
&rectest extent. 


Consequently, I arranged ny first measures concerning the food 
shelter and treatment of those foreign laborers wiih the hignist 
competent Reichs-uuthoritics und with the coasea: of the Fuehrer 
and ths Reichs: arsiucal of the Greater Geruan Reich in such a way 
that u top performance be demanded and will be obsained. 


It nust be re.erbered, though, that even the effort of a nachi- 
ne is conditioned by the &rount of fucl,skitl and care given to it. 
How many nore conditions must be considered in the case of uen, 
even of low kind and rece, than in the case of a machine ! 


I could not accept the responsibility towards the German peopl-, 
if after having brought such a treriendous nuiber of nen to Germany 
these zen would one day become a burden for the Geruen people or 
even endanger their health, instead of doing very necessary and use- 
ful work, because of mistakes rade in their nutrition, shelter and 
treatrient. 


The principles of German cleanliness, order and hygicne must 
therefore also be carefully applied to Russian caps. 


Only in such a way will it be possible to exploit that labor 
to the highest benefit of arms production for the fightin, front 
and for the war nutrition progran, without any truce of false sen- 
tir.entalisn. 


The necessary instructions concerning the food, shelter and 
treutnent of the people from the East have been cormunicated to 
the competent authorities of the police, defense and nutrition 
bureaus; beyond that, I turn to the district-chievfs (Gauleiter) 
of the National Socialist Party with the request to assist me also 
in this field to the best of their avilities, in order to avoid any 

arr that might result from the use of that kind of labor to the 
German people. i 


The subjects of blood resated, allied and friendly nations «re 
to be treated with particular care and consideration. 
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All action making the stay and work in Germany nore difficult nc 
unnecessarily unbearable for the sovclgn workers and execedin, the 
restrictions and h&ráships anposed by the war must. be avoided. we 
depend to a larse extent on their good will and their production. 


It is therefore only logical to rake their stay and work in Ger- 
many as bearable as possible - without denying anything to ourselves. 


This can be realized; for instance, by facilitating their natio-

The Fuchrer has worked out new and most urgent plans for the armament 
which require the quick mobilization of two (?) morc million foreign labor 
forces. The Fuehrcr therofore has granted me, for tho cxocution of my decree 
of 21 karch 1942, now powers for my new duties, «n. has especinlly authorized 
me to take wh tever measures I think arennecessary in the Reich, fhe Pro- 
tectoratc, the General Gouvernement, as well’ as in the occupict territories, 
in orcer to assure at all costs <n orderly mobilization of labor for the 
Germen armament incustry. The occitionel required lobor forces will have 
to be crafted for the majority from the rocontly occupicc exstern territories 
especially from the Reichskoumissariat Ukraine. Therefore the Reichskommiss- 
ariat Ukraine iust furnish 


225000 labor forces by 31 December 1942 and 
225000 more by 1 iy 1942. 


I ask you to inform Reichskommissar Gauleiter party follow member KOCH about 
the now situntion and requirements onc especially to sco to it that ho will 
support personally in any possible way the exccution of this new cquirement., 


I have the intention to visit Party momber KOCH shortly, anc I wuld 
be grateful to you if you could inform mo as to where cne when Í couló 
meet him for a personnal discussion. 


Richt now thouch, I ask that tho procuranent bo taken up at once with 
every possibli pressure and the commitment of 211 powers especially ^lso of 
the experts of the labor offices. ..1l the Qiroctives which hac limited 
tonporarily the procurement of Eastern laborers are annulluc. The Reichs 
procurement for the n.xt months must be rivon priority over 211 other measures. 


I do not ignore the cifficultics which cxist for tho execution of 
this new requirement, but I zm convine.d thet with the ruthless commitment of 
all resources, and vith the full cooperation of all those interested, the 
execution of the new demands can b. accomplished for the fixed date. I have 
already communicated the new demahds to thé’ Reichskommisser Ukraine via mail. 


In reference to our long distance phone c^11 of tocay, I will send you 
the text of the Fuchrer's decree at the becinning of next week.

Dear Party Fellow member iioyor! 


The Fuchrer has worked out new anc most urgent plans for the armament 
which require the quick mobilization of two (?) more million foreign labor 
forces. The Fuehrer therefore has granted mo, for the oxecution of my decree 
of 21 barch 1942, now powers for my now duties, an. has especially authorized 
me to take wh tever measures I think arennecessary in the Reich, he Pro- 
tectoratc, the General Gouvernement, as well’ as in tho occupict territories, 
in orCcr to assure at all costs on orderly mobilization of labor for the 
Germen armament incustry. The accitional required lobor forces will have 
to be crafted for thc majority from tho recently occupioc o^storn territories 
especially from the Reichskoumissariat Ukraine. Therefore the Reichskomniss- 
ariat Ukraine mst furnish 


225000 labor forces by 31 December 1942 and 
225000 more by 1 iiy 1942. 


I ask you to inform Reichskonmissar Gaulciter port; follow member KOCH about 
the new situation and requirements snc especially to sce to it that he will 
support personally in any possible wey the execution of this now requirement. 


I have the intention to visit Party momber KOCH shortly, anc I wuld 
be grateful to you if you could inform mo as to whore cne when 4 coulc 
moet him for a porson^l discussion. 


Richt now thourh, I ask that the procurenent be taken up at once with 
every possible pressure and the commitment of ^11 powers especially ^lso of 
the experts of the labor offices. ..11 tho diroctives which hac limited 
tanporarily the procurement of Eestern laborers are annullec. The Reichs 
procurement for the n.xt months must be piven priority over all other measures. 


I do not ignore the @ifficultics which oxist for the execution of 
this new requirement, but I em convinc.à thet with the ruthless commitment of 
all resources, and "ith the full cooperation of all those interested, tho 
execution of the new demands can b. accomplished for tho fixo? date. I have 
already cormunicated the new demands to tht’ Reichskomissar Ukraine via mail. 


In reference to our long distance phone call of today, I will send you 
the text of the Fuchrer's decree ot the becimning of next wock.

Dear party member Sauckel: 


I thank you very much for your report on the execution of the great 
task given te you, enc I am glad to hearr that in carrying out your mission 
you have always found the necessary support, cven on the part of the civilian 
authoritics in the occupied Eastern territorios. For mysclf and the officials 
under my com anc this collaboration was anc is sclf-éóvident, cspecially since 
both you and I have, with regard to the solution of the l^bor problem in the 
East, roprcsont.d the same view-points from the beginning. For political as 
well as efficiency reasons, you have Cevoted your attention, above all, to the 
care of the Eastern workers, employed in the Reich, 2nd in the same sense 
I «lso have striven toward an ovorell satisfactory solution, by tho establish- 
mentof special posts, collaborating with the welfare orgoniz^tions (Betre- 
uungsorganisationcn). 


If there is now complete agreement between your and my conception of 
the mattcr, I novorthoiess find it necessary on the grounds of several occur- 
rences during the last months, to point out with reference to the cnclosure, 
the methods applied by: your agencies and colloborators,. I thereby do not 
disregarc the fact th^t consiccring the scope anc urgency of tho task to be 
^ccoiplishec, cifficultics nd hardships, yes even false measures by the 
exvcuting branches, can in the long run not bo avoided. But it sccms necessary 
to me, to follow up these occurrences insofar as they touch the concuct of 
war anc the interests of the Reich. This would always be the case, whore 
the acquiSition of new laborers is undertaken in a wy which intimidates 
the popul^tion. The report I have received show, that the increase of the 
guerilla bands in the occupied Eastern regions is lorgoly dic to the fact 
that th. methods uscd for procuring l«borers-in these regions arc felt to 
be forecc measures of mnoss-doport^tion, so th^t the endangered persons, 
prefer to escape thoir fate by withcrawing igto the woods or going over to 
the guerilla bands. id to the occasionally @nfavor-ble news regarding the 
tro^tmont of the Eastern L.borors in the Reich, that experiences with the 
labor procurement authoritics, then the result con only be a strengthening 
of the number sna fighting spirit of tho hostile troops. This development 
is further sided by the return of tons of tkhousncs of useless Eastern workers 
fron the Reich (sick, cripples, etc.). 


To this point I should like to acd th^t my repeatec plea to establish 
sick-camps in the regional labor office districts, instcad of the mss 
Coportztion of tho Zostorners who ^rc incapable of work, has so far not bcon 
snsworoc. Hence I found it necessary to contact thc Reichskommissar | 
(Commissioner) for health snd senitation on this mattor. In the session of 
the propagancs Cccp .rtment erlled by State Counselor, Professor BOERG:;R on 
the 17th of this month, the negative repercussions which will be caused in 
thc n°tive provinces by the recently plannec returh transports were reforrod 
to not only by the representatives of my agency, but particularly by the 
representative of the economic staff East, since such cvents interfere with 
the comanas for l-bor anc production in the rear military zones. licasures 
such *s conscription, return of the sick or similar things not only impair 
the procurement nd the legal validity of the executive orders of the com- 
pulsory-l^bor order released by me on Doc 19.41, but morcover endenger all 
the important wer work in the occupied Eastern territorios. This goes as 
well for the urban as for tho rural procurement districts, where so far, 
thanks to the sclf-sacrificing activity of the leaders of the economic land 
bases, an atmosphere permitting productive work was created between the German 
administration anc the native populstion, which now thro^tmns to become lost. 
ven if I do not close my eyes to the necessity that the humbers demanded 
by the Reichs minister for weapons ~nd ammunition as well as by the agricul- 
turnl cconomy justify unusuel and hard mensurs, I have to ask, (due to the

upon me, that in the acconplishmentssof ordered tasxs such measures 
be excluded, the tolerction ond prosecution of which will some day 
be held against ae, and zy collaborators. In order to achieve this, 
and to brin: into agreement the requireaents given by the peculiar 
political situation of thc Zastorn territories with the measures 

of the commissions and the staffs of your agencies, I have eapowered 
the Reichs coumissioner for the U'raine insofar as necessary to 
make use of his right, and to see to it that methods which run 
contrary to the interest of the conduct of the war and war econouy 
in the occupied Zast be abolished.

In the letters from the Ukraine a further sharp cecline in the morale 
is pictured, snc under the impact of on incrersed requisition of labor forces 
for the Reich, the Ukrainian population has been scized by a terrible fear. 


Horrifying picturizations of conpülsory measures by the administrative 
authorities for the seizure of Zostorh leborers, form ^ major part of the news 
from home to their relatives working in Germany., The disinclination to 
answer thc call to work in the Reich has evidently crown stcacily, not only 
cue to the reports of Eastern workers, which fled honc anda their workshops 
or have been dismissed., In order to sccure the required number for the labor 
transport, mun an! women including youngsters from 15 years on up, are 
allegecly picked upon the street, from the market places enà village festi- 
vals, snc earrica off. the inhzbitants therefore hide themselves in fear 
ond avoid any appearance in public. After public beatings curing the month 
of October, so availble letters state, came the burning down of homesteads, 
snd of whole villages ~s retribution for failure to comply with the demand 
for the appropriction of lobor forces dircctec to the commnitiecs. The 
Execution of the latter measures is being reported from various villages.

{it our place, new things have happened, People are being taken to 
Germany. On Dec. 5, some people from the Kowkuski cistrict were scheduled 
to ro, but they didn't want to ~ne the village was sot afire. They thro^tene d 
to co the same thing in Borowytschi, ^s not all who were scheduled to depart 
wanted to ro. Thereupon 3 trucks loads of Germans arrived and set fire to 
their houses. In Wrasnytschi 12 houses and in Borowytschi 3 houses were 
burned, 


"On Oct. l a new conscription of lsbor forces took placc, From what 
has happened, I will describe the most important to you. You can not imagine 
the bestiality. You prob-bly remember what vo were told about the Soviets 
curing the rule of the Poles. at that time we dic not belicve it and now it 
scems just as increible. The order crime to supply 25 workers, but no one 
reported. 411 had fled. Then the German militia canc anc began to ignite 
the houses of those who had fled. The fire became very violent, since 
it had not rained for 2 months. In -ddition the grain stacks were in the 
farm yards. You con imagine what took place. The people who had hurried to 
the scene were forbidd.n to extinguish tho flomes, beaten and arrested, so 
thet 7 homesto:ds burnec down. The policemen mesnwhilc ignited othcr houses. 
The people fall on their knecs anc kiss their hands, but the policemen beat 
them with rubber trunchions “nc thrce^ton to burn down the whole village. 
I con't know how this would h: ve endec if I Sapurkany had not intervened. 
He promised that there wuld be laborers by morning. During the firc the 
militia went through the »djoining vill-ces, sbized the laborers, and; lizin- 
broucht them under arrest. wherever they ldid notcfind.ony laborers, thoy 
detained the parents, until the children ^ppoaroc. That is how they raged 
throurhout the nirht in Biclosirk^. The workers which had not yet appeared 
till thon, vere to be shot. ll schools were closed and the married teachers 
wore sent to work here, while the unmerricd ones co to work in Germany. 
They are now c^tchin;; humans like the dog-catchers used to catch dogs. They 
are already hunting for one week and have not yet enough. The imprisoned 
workers are lockec in at the schoolhouse. They cannot even go out to per- 
forn thcir natural functions, but have to co it like pigs in tho same room, 
People from many villages went on a cort-in day to a pilgrimage to the 
monastery Potschaew.. They were all arrested, locked in, and will be sent to 
work. «among then there arc 1 mo, bling -nd aed people".

Re: Evacuation of youths from the territory of Army Group "Center" 
(ieu-Aktion). 


1) Memorandun: 


The Arny Group "Center" has the intention to apprehend 
40-50,000 youths at the ages of 10 to 14 who are in the Arany 
Territorios, and to transport them to the Reich. This measurs was 
originally proposed by the 9th Army. These youths cause considor- 
able inconvenience in the Theatre of Operations. To the greater 
part these youths are without supervision of their parents since 
men and women in the theatres ofoperations have been and will be 
conscripted into labor battalions to be used in the construction 
of fortifications. Therefore Children's Villages ore to be es- 
tablished behind the front, for the younger age groups, and under 
netive supervision. To collect adequate experiences the 9th Arny 
has already established such 2 Children's Village and has achieved 
good results also fron the political viewp.int. Army Group further 
enphasizes that these youths nust not be allowed to fall into the 
hands of the Bolsheviks in case of a withdrawal since that would 
anount to reinforcing the eneny's potential wor strength. This 
measure is to bo strongly fortified by propaganda under the slogan: 
Care of the Reich for White-Ruthenian Children, Protection against: 
Brigandry. The action has already started in the 5 kilometer zone. 
The Youth Bureau has already had prelininary talks with the Organi- 
zation TODT and with tho JUNKERS works. It is intended to allot 
these juveniles primarily to the German trades as apprentices to be 
usci as skilled workers after 2 years! training. This is to be 
arranged through the Organization TODT which is especially equipped 
for such a task through its technical and other seteups. This 
action is being ; aroatly welooned by the Gernan trade since it repre- 
sents a decisive measure for the alleviation cf the shortage of 
apprentices. 


Ihe Chief of the Political Directing Staff, SOeObergruppoen- ' 
fuehrer BERGER, submitted the action to the Minister on the loth of 
the month. The Minister feared that the action would have most une 
favorable political consequeuces, that it would bo regarded as 
abudction of children, and that the juveniles did not represent a . 
real asset to the enemy's military strength anyhow. The Minister 
would like to seo the action confined to the 15-17 year olds. 


Following are the argurents against this decision of the 
Minister:

le This action is not only ained at preventing a direct ree 
inforcenent of the enemy's military strength but also at a reduction 
of his biological potentialities as viewed from the perspective of 
the futuro, These ideas have been voiced not only by the Reichs- 
fuehrer of the SS but also by the Fuehrer. Corresponding orders 
were given during last year's withdrawals in the souther seotor... 


2. <A similar action is being conducted at the present tine 
in the territory of the army Group Ukraine-North (General Field 
Marshal Model). Even in this politically especially preferred 6 li. 
Galizian territory recruiting measures were being taken with the 
ain to collect 135,000 laborers to be organized in battalions for 
the construction of fortifications. The youths over 17 were to be 
detailed to the SS Division and those under 17 to the SS auxiliary. 
This action which has been going on for several weeks has not led 
to any political disturbances. While it is true that the population. 
has to be recruited by force, they do show a certain understanding, 
later on, for this measure of purely military necessity. Frovided, 
of course, that they receive correct treatment, good food and 
lodgings, etc. 


The unified organization of parents in labor battalions 
makes it possible to extract this group as a whole in the case of 
withdrawals which are quite conceivable in the case of Arny Groups 
"Center" and South. The children already transported into the Reict 
would serve as a suitable incentive. 


Se As to Army Group "Center" this measure is to be initiated 
in Army Territories, that is to say in those territories not under c 
Civil administration. During a conference with the Chief of Staff 
of the 9th Arny I gained the impression that the action will be 
executed, if necessary, even without the consent of the Reich 
Ministry for the Occupied Territories cf the East, 


4. If the Ministry for the East should not support or execute 
this action, it is expected that the procurement will be undertaken 
by the GBA (Generalbevollneschtiger fuer den Arbeitseinsatz = 
General Deputy for the Mobilization of Labor). Army Group "Center" 
and especially 9th army thought it of greatest importance not to 
let the children be put to work in the Reich through the General 
Deputy for the Mobilization of Labor. They preferred the offices 
of the Reichs-ministor for the Occupied Territories of the East 
(R.M.f.d.b.0.). Only through these offices did they believe to have 
a guarantee for correct and proper treatment. This desire of the 
Arny Group is a particular expression of confidence towards the 
Ministry for the Easte. Army Group desires that the action be 
accomplished under the nost loyal conditions, as had been done 
previously in the case of recruiting for the SS Auxiliary. They 
further desired special arrangements regarding care, mail exchange 
with parents eto. As far as possible the children are to remain in 
groups according to their village communities, then be collected in 
Srall saenps in the Reich where they would be at the disposal of 
trade establishments. These technical matters have already been 
discussed. They can be accomplished with the help of the offices 
of the HITLER YOUTH (HJ) through the Youth Bureau of the Ministry. . 
Thus the Ministry is also able to exercise political guidance over 
the juveniles and has them at its disposal at all times." If I 
should re-ocoupy the territory the Ministry of the East could return 
the juveniles in the proper manner. Together with their parents 
they would then most likely represent a positive political element 
during the reconstruction of the territory.

attached I send you the copy of a report made by the Commandant of the 
Collecting Center for Specialists at Charkow. (report submitted t the end 
of September 1942) as well as the cony of u letter from april 1942. 


Relative to the treatment of Ukrainian specialists in the Reich’, I was 
asked by the Chief of Stuff of the Commander in Chief to attend to the matter 
most emphatically since the compluints here never Cease, I have discussed 
it thoroughly with the chief of section VII ut the Commancer in Chief'g§. 

I went to see Captain Schmid and visited the camp, 48 synopsis of the dis- 
cussions with the gentlemen and reading of reporus the following can be 
established in general: 

a) With some few excentions the Ukrainians emnloyed individually in the 
Reich e.g. at small trade plants, as agricul aural laborers, as domestic 
helps etc. are very satisfiec with their concitions, 

b) The Ukrainians sheltered in the community camps, however, complain very 
much, 

The enclosed report of Captain Schmid reports these matters in detail; 

The question of treatment of thc Jkrainians, trunsportec to the Reich 
as workers of the East worries the bureaus of the army concerned a great deul, 
The Commander in Chief urged me, to visit some cf the camps in the Reich 
myself as soon as possible and to report to the proper authorities in order 
to bring about immediate relief, The army zone is by no means satisfied, 

All the circumstances of discontent contribute more and more.to more people 
joining the bands or wancering away to the c.mp of the Randera resp. other 
grouns hostile to us, 


The ‘best propaganda of all would be to treat the workers of the Fast 
well; great demands are not made by the Ukrainians anyhow. Tf their treatment 
will only be some what better and humanéiy decent, these people, who make in 
part a good impression, will be more than satisfied, these people after all 
oame to the Greater German Reich-at least at the beginning of the employment 
ot workers of the East in the Reich- of their own free will and full of hope. 
The unsuitable treatment described in the reports is hardly pronafand. and 
is not profitable for us. after all, we are not at war with the Ukrainian 
population and certainly not with people who by their voluntury enlistment 

for labor, help us to win the war, 


It also would serve out purposes definitely better to utilize the 
specialist in his specialty,

Subject: Abuses in the treatment of Ukrainian skilled workers, 


By reason of my capacity as commandant of the Collecting Center for 
Skilled workers and the transport of skilled workers to the Reich 
connected with it and thereby being in touch with the v.rious groups 
of the Ukrainian population, I an informed of the mĝrale of the Ukrainians 
in the extended surroundings of the Eastern Ukraine. Resulting from this 
knowledge I have to state that an atmosnhere of animosity has taken the 
place of the original attitude toward the Reich, This sudden change of mood 
is connected partly with the scarcity of food for the civilian population 
caused by the war and intensified by the measures for centralization-The 
more important motive- the extreme abuses which have taken place at various 
times in the treatment of skilled workers shipped to Germany. 


Since a prosperous economic cooperation with the 35 million people 
of the Ukraine lies within the interest of our coming generations and since 
the Ukrainians themselves are organically healthy, very canable of development 
and rich in v.luable and willing constructive forces, it is necessary to pree 
vent in time an estrangement starting at the roots and to recognize the beg- 
innings of a disastrous development before it is tco late, and to take 
effective countermcasures, 


I. Abuses in recruiting. 


AT the beginning of the action the recruiting worked on the basis of vol- 
untary enlistment, Later on a certain pressure had to be put on to reach 
certain minimum quotas. This however did not give a license to the starosts 
and to their militia, entrusted with the dr.fting, to the brutalities mentioned 
in the following. 

The starosts resp. village elders are frequently corruntable, they 
continue to have the skilled workers, whom they drafted, dragged from their 
beds at night to be locked up in cellers until they are shinnec , Since 
ihe malg and female workers often are not given any time to pack their lugg- 
age etc,, many skiliea workers arrive at the Collecting Center for Skilled 
Workers with equipment entirely insufficient(without shoes, only two dresses, 
no eating and drinking utensils, .no blankets etc,). In particularly extreme 
cases new arriv.ls therefore have to be sent back again immediately to get 
the things most necessary for them, If people do not come along at once, t 
threatening and beating of skilled workers by the ubove mentioned militia 
is a daily occurence and is reported from most of the communities. In some 
cas8s women were beaten unitl they could no longer march, One bac case in 
particular was reported *by me to the commander of the civil nolice here 
(colonel Samek) for severe punishment (»lace Sozolinkow, district Dergatschi), 
The encroachments of the starosts and the militia are of a particularly grave 
nature because they usually justfy themselves by claiming that all that is 
done in the name of the German armed Forces. In reality the latter have con- 
ducted themselves almost throughout in a highly understanding menner toward 
the skilled workers .nd the Ukrainian population, The sume, however, can not 
be said of some of the administrative agencies, To illustrate this be it 
mentioned, that a woman once arrived heing dressed with barely more than a 
shirt, 


Particularly distressing is the fact that, on account of issued ordnances 
to prevent smuggling, all food: acquired by the skilled workers and the rest 
of the population by buying or bartering household utensils etc, is being 
taken away by the militia on the way, This is not rarely accompanied by 
beatings(without regard to objections or given circumstances).

jIt hap^ened that skilled workers who came to Germany had 
(S ld or bartered their own belonginss partly or completely in that way,thus 
thay owned neither thodsehold furniture etc, nor any otner ‘goods or food. 
By combat.ing smuggling in that manner, unfortunately only too often very poor 
people are being affected and robbed of their last pronerty, while the real 
smugglérs àrethard to catch. Furthermore food has disapneared from the market 
due to a freezing of prices. 


Family members left behind and formerly supported by those who went 
to Germony get social cure. This, however, is only the case in the city of 
Charkow, not in the case of people on the country(note:used to be the c.se, 
now all get special food distrubutizn, the hardship thus is removed) . The 
taking away of food resp. the sale of goods mentionec above often results in ' 
considerable hardshins for thcse left behind and has sometimes strong effects, 
since neither communal nor recitrocal assistance exist here, 


Very depressing for the morale of the skilled workers and the population 
is the effect of those persons shipped back from Gemany for having become 
disabled or not having been fib for labor commitment from the very beginning, 
Several times already transports of skilled workers on their way to Germany 
have crossed returning transports of such disabled persons and have stood 
on2the tracks alongside -9f each other for a longer »eriod cf time, These 
returning transports are insyfficiently cared for, Nothing but sick, injured 
or weak people , mostly 50-60 to a car, ure usually escorted by 3-4 men, 
There is neither sufficient cure or food, The returnees made frequently 
unfavorable~but surely exaggerated-statements relative to their treatment 
in Germany and on the way. as a result of all this and of what the people 
could see with their own eyes, a psychosis of fear was evoked among the sp- 

ecialist workers resp. the whole transport to Germany. Several transport 
leaders- of the 62nd and the 63rd in particular-reported ‘hereto in detail, 
In one case the leader of the transport of skilled workers observed with own 
eyes how a person who died of hunger was unloaded from a returning transport 

on the side track.(lst Lt. Hofmann of the 63rd transport, Station  Darniza). 

another time it was reported that 3 dead had to be deposibedc by the side of 
the tracks on the way and had to be left hehind unburied by the escort. 

It is also regrettable that these disabled »ersons arrive here without any 
identifieation , according to the reports of the transport commanders one 
gets the impression that these persons unable to work are assembled, 

penned into the wagons and are sent off provided .only by a few men escort, 
and without special care for food and medical or other attendunce. The Labor 
Office at the place of arrival as well as the transport commanders confirm 
this impression, 


II. Deficiencies on Transnort. 


During the transport to Germany provisions should be made for food, 
water and drinks, answering the call of nature, medical care, orcerly 
transportation, avoidance of maltreatment, delousing according to regulation, 
and supervision, To tuke cure of all this a military escort is detailed 
consisting of l car eommander for each car, l train guard for every 6 cars, 
l sunply man for every 5 curs, and 1 control staff for every 3 cars. This 
is the minimum strength required according to corresponding reports of all 
transportscommanders, With less than that orderly care and transporv.tion 
of specialists is no longer secured, It has been often confirmed that in- 
Sufficient und unistructe? escorts caused fatal accidents, insufficient 
fcod and curg escape of hundreds of workers, most brutal maltreatment with 
consequent Cisorder and confusion, Unfortunately the escorts were depleted 
on the way in various manners by Army details resp, by commanders for the 
supervision of furloughs or after the transports were taken over by the police, 
This always affected the transports unfavorably. The transports commanders 
are instructed to secure the interests of the transports by all possible means 
against encroachments of all kind, They are of vital importance for the Great 
German Reich. 


Recently the practice started of handing the trans~orts over to new 
escorts in Przemysl. These escorts ure under the command of u delegate 
of the Geran Labor Front or the Ministry of Labor. This pr.ctice is 
clearly against the regulations and rules of the Reich Marshal and the Deputy 
General for Labor Supply. Taking a good management of the transvort by the 
delegates for granted, incoming reports here list the following definiencies: 
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The {The escorts are understaffed which causes in part lack of cure and 

food and rough treatment,Doctors and rele.sed female domestic helners are 
detained in camps without authority for want of supphemantury identification 
papers, Social cure is lacking. a Verbal report at hand relates in detail 
and with the witnesses the irresponsibility anc indecent conduct of delegate, 
albert Nuessen who took over the 62nd transport, The transfer to the camp 

is made as fast as possible and not perfect. The railroad offices are of counse 
directed to support the transport commanderss Unfortunately, howefer, some 

of the office chiefs of the railroad treat the tr_nsports of specialists 

often as very imnoterial,. The chief of transportation in *Romodan €,£, Statedd 
tb a transport comm.nder that these transports are not important, Yet the 
Feuhrer himself ordered these transports, and the problem of work power was 
declared to be the most important and urgent in order to increase the 
potential of armament! 


The food situation of the transports is now somewhat improved after 
giving right notice ahead of time, Previously some cf the food stations 
failed grossly. However, it happens again and again that in spite of giving 
advunce notice of the transports strength in time, no warm or cold fooalis 
ready or available. Sometimes this is due to military or hospital transports 
which passed through before, This can be easily understood, Sometimes, 
however, the notice was not passed on or simply nothing ut all was done, 

In the Reich it is generally better, Of course it harnens when trains are 
Cetoured a great deal iof.the specialists go hungry for days. The iron ration 
is always taken along and also used, It mostly depends on the transport 
commander anc the office chief for socual care how unforseen food difficulties 
are overcome, The army offices .$howsalways gre test understanding for 
sup»lying these transports, the depüties of the labor front most of the time 
fulfill their oppointments well, however some of the deputies of the attendance 
service have cogfplétely failed in their duties. The transport commancers 
are instructed to give exact n.mes and conditions in the futüme, The red 
cross which at times is overburdened helps with the supplying;unfortunaté}y, 
however, the attitude ind behavior of many female red cross workers toward 
the specialists is based often on uncomprehension of the Fuehrer's great 
action in regard to Eastern workers; and they treat especially the female 
workers in an outrageous manner, Food also has been refused at times with 
the reference that these w.re"Russian swine", Nobody pays attention to the 
fact that these are Ukrainians, because there is a lack of information to 
that effect. In reference to this , attention is culled to the fact that 
it has happened on several occasions that people have broken opt of the cars 
after several days of hungering, hurried. into the nearby vilhages, sold 
Weir goods and acquired food, In such cases of course, it is not to be 
expected that they all come back, Such gross incicents of the transports o 
of the first months have not, to our Knowledge been repeated in the summer, 
However, it has been reported that about 500 workers escaped along the route 
out of a transnort which started from Kiev, accompanied by only a few police- 
men, supposedly 5 in all,(and without medical personel) an’ which convoy 
Was b.dly supplied and taken care of. 


To understand the supply problen, it is important to know that often 
only a short time is being alloted for the feeding of the many hundred people 
by the train commander or the railway station officer, Therefore all the 
workers can only be fed before the departure of the truin if there is a suf- 
ficient amount of accompanying vand attendince personnel and if the f66d 
is handed out quickly at several distrubuting noints; in .¢citiin chose 
cooperation of the workers is needed, Because tho transnorts must often ston 
1-3 Km outside of the stations it still happens frequently that small part 
of the workers remain without rations because the engincers in spite of agree- 
ments, the stationmaster let the trains take off without warning, On the 
basis of reported incidents, attention must be called to the fct that is 
irresponsible to keep the workers licked in the cars for many hours sb that 
they cannot even take cure of the culls -ofunature, It is evident that 
the people of a transport must be given an opportunity from time to time in 
order to get drinking water, to wash, and in order to relieve themselves, 
Cars have been showed in which people had made holes so that they could take 
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When nearing bigger stations persons should, if possible relieve them- 

selves far from these stations, 


The followinr abuses were reported from the delousing stations: 


In the women$s and girl's shower rooms, services was partly nerformed 

by men or men would mingle around or even helpe with the soaping! ; 

and vice versa, there was female personnel in the men!s shower rooms; 

men also for some time were taking nhotograrhs in the women's shower 
rooms. Since mainly Ukrainian ne.sants were transported in the Jest 
months, as far as the female portion of these ure concerned they are 
mostly of a high moral stondarü and used to strict decency, they must have 
considered such a treatment as a national degradation, The above ment- 
jonec abuses have been, according to our knowledge, settled by the inter- 
vention of the transport commanders. The reports of the photogranhing 
were made from HaLLE;the reports about the former were made from Kiewerce, 
Such incidents in canplete discard with the honor and respect of the Greuter 
German Reich may still occur again here or there. 


III. abuses insice Germany. 


Undoubtédly the higher authorities in the Reich do everything 
to attend - in the best manner to the workers from the East, especially 
from the Ukraine, who have been collec to Germany, In most of the 
enterpriscs,too, in the countries and in households, one is not only 
satisfied most of the time with the Ukrainian women and girls as hel», 
but they ure also treated with a happy sclicitude and with understunding 
for their position and for our relations to the Ukraine. 


Here too, unfortunately voices are heard that tell of bad treatment 
in the collecting as well as other camps, all the time do people tell 
about beatings and thrashinzs but constantly also do they write ubout 
them, It seems that especially these men who have functions »ertaining 
to order and security violate sometimes very much, the limits of admiss- 
ability and identify the Ukrainians as Rolshevies while they have actually 
fonycecaces opposed themselves to Bolshevism us its natural enemies, 

The camp commanders also, usually show no uncerstandin? for the Ukrainians. 
The treatment in the camps is descrábed as beirg bad and very brutal, 


With regard to food, it is being felt in Germany that in a war for 
life and death, it is but natural to umpose harsh restrictions in the 
first place on foreigners who have been up to the present in the enemy's 
camp, No doubt the Reich and the businesses make efforts to keep the 
workers who were brought in, in good health and working condition. If 
abuses take place here, it is harmful to ourselves anc. should be remedied 
in each single case, 


Disacvantaceohs also im the fact that a great portion of the Cerman 
population considers the Ukrainian labor forces as their worst enemies 
anc as Russian Bolshevists anc treat them accordingly. n definite clari- 
fication is urgently needed here. In the face of such an Sttitude of 
the Ukrainė it will be completely impossible to have for decades and 
centuries a successful and durable solution for the creat eponomical 
and political problem of the East esnecially of the Southern part. 


Until recently yet, the postal communication problem of the special- 
ists with their country was not fully solve? and gave cause to ill 
roumor und depression, 4t present an improvement is being planned, 


Here in the Ukraine thousands of recruiting notices and placards 
have been put out to cet cooperation from the people anc urging them 
to report to the Reich with the assurance of best treatment, Therefore, 
considering this und also the above mentioned abuses, it would seem to 
be of interest t9 the Reich, anc necessary for the security cf our fut- 
ure race and to prevent a later evil, to prevent by all means an aliention 
of the Ukraine with its precious territories and population by settling 
vicious abuses and by a clarification of the situation,

as I have told youvin my letter of 20 apr. 42, we have been 

transported to the GRUNEWALD Railroad cur repair factories, In the first 
week I have worked as a jmanual laborer in the main warehouse of the works, 
I have unloaded coal, have dug the ground anc have stackec lumber. This 
is supposed to be the "employment of Specialists" in their own line of 

work, The question constantly arises, why did I go to Germany, maybe 
that I who volunteered as a specialist (graduate engineer) for Germany, 
am to be transformed into a banned prisoner? I wonder why? “hat 
misdeeds have I committed against Germany? On the contrary, I have bel- 
ieved all those who spoke in Charkow about the workerts life in Cermany. 
My attitude feward Germany has rem.ined kine anc friendly, I want to 
work, but I do not wantite be led astray, to be treated as a civilian 
prisoner and without any care, or as a forgotten man who can find 
nowhere and receives from nobody, care and moral backing. I had hoped 
that we would be treated humanely and quite differently. It should - 

be clear that I did not come to Germany to beg for charity. I had 

a job in Charkow and a decent working place; this I have renounced 

for the good of Germany anc sacrificed for the improvment of the 
condition of my family. It was clear to me that I had to help that state 
that ó$livered me from the Bolshevist yoke, from this yoke under which 
I had to live for 24 years. Now I had expected a better future for 
myself. Our food ration consists of : at 4 o'clock in the morning 3/1, 
of a liter of tea, in the evening at 6 o'clock 3/4 of a liter of soup 

and 250 crams of bread a day. That is all, With such food we have to 
dig the ground and great regquiremants are made from us just like from 
manual laborers. On account of the uncernoréshment and the heavy work 

I am weak and exhausted toduy and I con't know if I can endure and survive 
this much longer. To what conditions thoughtlessness can drive a man! 
Into a condition which will problably not be pleasant to anybody. 

I beg you all, deliver me, help that I can go back to my family! 

If this is impossible, case my condition otherwise I may commit a stupid- 
ity, escape or suicice, 


There is no possibility tc continuo to live like this.

48 I have reported before in vonversation with you, General 
von RiBIN-U gave a lecture in Machen sone time before this war to 
a group of some 60 to 70 younger officers and about 15 leaders 
of the party who were invited, and among whori I chanced to be, 
about the developrent of the people's arny. Jccording to RL.BENZU, 
the present people's army began about 1813 during the wars of Li- 
beration (Napoleonic) and developed in the decades which followed 
to its present size, thanks to the great Gerr«sn qualities of soldie- 
ry which reached their zenith in the arny of one hundred thousand 
ren, The national-socislistic revolution which created the popular 
will for solulsry, and with it the developrents for the establish- 
nent of the first German people's arny is nct mentioned in any way, 
much less, in the role of. being the dyn&rio creative force. RLBZEN.U 
contented himself with presenting only a few quotations fron the 
Fuehrer's "Mein Kempf". The politicully ignorant officers got the 
impression, cs RABENIU knew how to talk vividly and convincingly, 
that the size of the present Guy people's army was an aoconplish- 
nent of thc old military forces, end in their later thinking they 
will ask therse lvos : "Why is there so much emphasis on the Party?

The commitment and treatment of forcign leborors, who have been 
brought into the Reich from occupied Eastern territorics, depicts 
a proceeding which will not only be of sifnificant importance to the 
Germen wer production and the scouring of food,but also for the 
earrying out of German administrative interests in u former Soviet 
arca. Two large ficlds of action are offoctod by the way in which 
the prbloms connected with the inclusion of millions of Lastern 
nationals in the Reich are scived: 

1) Development of the var situation 
2) The enforcement of the German claim to leadership in the 
East aftcr the war. 

When the call for labor in Gorneny was increased in January, 19 
anong the oceupicd Eastern territories, this set up 4 sitüstion 
emong those classes of Russhan cnd Ukrainian civilians concerned wh. 
had by all means the appearance of a risk. Even if one group (the 
volunteers) set excessive hopes on the journsy into the Reich under 
the impression of irresponsible promises while the other {forced 
laborers) left their hones reluctantly or at least with misgivings 
beceuse of nenorics of former Bolshevist deportations as well as 
planted anti-German rumors, the fact remnairts that the trip to Germa: 
had to be felt as journey into the nknown not only by the two cone 
ned but also by those relatives who remained behind because of the 
isolation of the USSR from Europe for dceadese The public judgement 
of the Roich and its leadorship would just as Gependent upon the 
outcome of this measure taken by the “ernan military end civilian 
euthoritics in the oecupicd Eastern territories. The employment in 
Gerneny offered an unusual opportunity to learn to know by personal 
experience, which no propaganda could replaces The greater Gerne 
Reich was ruch slander by the Soviet press, uu the National Social:

Instead of taking considcration fo this, the drafting and the 
employment as well as the housing, treatment etc. of the so called 
Eastern laborers has so far been taken care >f exclusiveky accord- 
ing to labor technical and the security police points of view, with 
the result that the headquartcs responsible for this were able to 
report the due numericel fulfilment of the program as well as the 
secnnity of the German naticnelity and of the busiinesses. At the S 
time, however, facts had to be hushed which could have been avoided 
not only in the interests of German prestige and to the satisfactio 
of the occupied Eastern territories but which sven today cost the 
lives of thousands of German soldiers by their efforts. These fact 
which up to the Fell of 1942, heve undergone only part or incomplet 
changes, anog others, the following.

Tie inadequate food ration for Eastern Laborers is important not only 
in the matter of performance but also politically, since the majority of 
the help coming from the occupied Eastern territories were previously 
accustomed to better rations, After using up all the food supplies which 
had been brought along, a general lowering of the ability to work and of 
the morale was noticeable. Tre written request to the Herr Reichs Food- 
Minister on the matter, to exemine the food quotas in respect to the fact 
that the Eastern Laborer was in & worse position in the matter of nourish- 
ment than the Poles, was answered by a telephone communication from the 
resoective Chief of Section, that to his knowledge the Russians were better 
off than the Poles. With this ignorance of the condition decisive measures 
could hardly bo expected on the part of the Reichs Food Ministry.  Never- 
theless Gauleiter Sauckel has declared, in Weimar as a part of his program, 
that the feeding of the German as well as th foreign laborer inside of 
Germany would be shortly adapted to the requirements in accordance with 
their performance - here he supported his program on an utterance of the 
Fuchrer - . In connection with this a conference took place in the Reichs 
Food Ministry on 29/9/42 in which an improved food quota of the East- 
ern Leborer was decided upon, The decree which is being co-signed by the 
High Co mand of the Armed Forces and the GBA /;^, upon which the "Special 
Delivery Letter" of the 17/4/42 will be nullified, provides for laborers 
of all types an additional 1750 grams of potatoes, ior workers in heavy 
industry an additional 200 grams, anc for the group, to be nowly instituted, 
of "overtime" and "night" workers a wookly 2600 grams of bread, 300 of meat, 
and 150 of fat, B-sides this, instead of the tastoless bread made of turn- 
ips the usual kind will bc delivered in the future. Even though a complete 
equality of food rationing with the orner foreigners should be apired ‘tc, 
this new measure, whose $nfozcoment 13 imminent, will counteract the in- 
testinal deseases and swelling cf the stomach, as well as the sonding of 
bread from relatives in the Ukraine, which can not be hindered on political 
grounds, 


8) Partly insufficient, and Unjust Payment of "ages. 
The wage adjustments for Eastern laborers and Eastern women workers 
must still be considered unsatisfactory even after the new wage scales, by 
the ruling of the Council of Ministers dated 30/6/42, as well as the lower 
evaluation of those agricultural workers who are quaitered end fed free. 
The determining factor in kceping the net salary down is the necessity even 
today of maintaining the natural lower social level as compared to the Ger- 
man laborer, and to protect the German produce market as well as - in the 
case of transfer accounts - the enterprises in the domain of the Reichs 
Comrissariatc from an accumulation of surplus purchasing power, The Centra’ 
Office took the viewpoint, in the conferences concerned with this matter, 
that it is far better to keep the wage level, es such, dom: than later to 
lower a nominally higher net salary to ahout half by means of the forced

The plan whic I expect tc put into oporaticn at the bogin- 
ing cf tho winter somcstor 1959/40 presents tho follwing picture.

I ask 
su to suggest the two to be closcd. 


In the Southwest rogicns I suggest the romcval of tho Evan- 
olie^l faculty in Heidelberg tc Tibingen anc cf tho Catholic faculty 
n Tubingen to Freiburg. That will provide ^n exchange between Wurt- 
omberg ond Baden bascá on the Catholic predominance in Baden and 
yangelic precominence in Jurttemorge. 
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In ‘icst Germany 2 similar exchange between Bonn and Munster is 
proposcd but which sh^ll bc Gesignstca Catholic or uvangolic is a 
cifficult question.

present sphere of activity, 


In the individual Reichs commissoriatos, and within these, in 
the General commissariates, Jewry represents a portion of the population 
which is very voriod in strength. For example, millions of Jews live i 
White Russia and in the Ukraine who have lived here for generations. 
the central province of the USSR however, the Jews have moved in, for | 
far the greatest part, during Bolshevistic times. Those Russian Jews 
followed in the wake of the invading Red army of 1939 and 1940 to East 
Poland, west Ukraine, West lhito iussia, the Baltic lands, Bessaradia, 
Buchenland are onc particular group. 


All measures for the Jewish question in the occupicd castern 
provinces must bo met with the point of view that the wholc Jewish question 
wiil be solved in gnunoral for all of Europe after tho war at tho latest. 
They are thercfore to be instituted as preparatory portiol measures and 
must be in agreement with those decisions which mey othorwise be met in 
this field, This is especially true for the working of at least temporary 
reception possibilities for Jews out of the Reichs province, 


An eventual act by the civilian population against the Jcws is 
not to be prevented as long as this is compatible with the maintenance 
of order and security in the rear of the fighting troops.  Nenoly re- 
talitory moeasurcs, are to be allowed agcinst the Jews who come into the 

rovinces which were newly occupied hythe Red Army in tho last few years, 
Dace, strict measures aro to be taken against street mobs and other 
evil clements for whom it concorns only plundcr of Jewish stores and 
stealing Jewish property for their own personal goin. 


2) Definition of the term "Jew"! 


The peaceful settlement of the Jewish question requires tho 
previous determining as to who is to bo considorcd a Jow in the occupiod 
Eastern provinces.

5) Forced Labor. 


The present manpower shortage in the occupied eastern territorics 
as Well as ideological-political considerations meke the cemand appear 
of basic significance to introduce forced labor committment in the 
strictest form. This will have to take place move by move by the elimina- 
tion of the Jews from their professional life although they are to be por- 
mitted to work in their own occupations if they fall within the scope of 
the labor committment. iioreover, the Jewish manpower is to be used for 
heavy manual labor. 


The standing rule for the Jowish labor employment is the complete 
and unyielding use of Jewish manpower resardlcss of age in the reconstruction 
of the occupied castern territorios. The missions, which orc to be given 
to the Jews in their labor cmployment, are especially the highway, roil- 
road and canal construction, as far as amcliorations, otc. are considered, 
Also, it scems that gricultural cmployment above all, will bo brought 
about under strict supervision. Nothing is to be done against tho em- 
ployment of the Jews in the cutting of wood, production of straw shoos, 
brooms and brushes within the Gnottos. 


In the employment of the Juws, core is to be taken that Jewish 
labor is only so used in those productions which will later suffer no 
noticeable interruption in case of 2 rapid withdrawal of these labor forces, 
and which exclude:'a’ specialization of Jewish workers, It is to be avoided 
in every case that Jewish workers become indispensable in essential produc- 
tion. 


6) Violations 


Violations against German measures, especially against the 
forced labor regulotions, are to be punishable by death to the Jews, All 
violations are to be dealt with by courts-martial.

According to a charge by the supreme command of the armed forcos I 
burned down a few houses in the territory of w2ssilkow/Ukr. belonging to 


insubordinate people ordered for work-duty (Arbcitscinsatzpflichtigon) 
this accusation is truc. 


I was committod as district commissioner in the information service in the 
territory of \VJassikow from May 5th 1942 up to December 28th 1944. Besides 
neny work districts, I was imade fully responsible by district commissioncr 
D8hrer to completely fill the district quota of workers to be delivered to 
Germany,  4lthough the task wasn't agreeable to mo, I carried it out con- 
cicntously, with skill, and where it was nocessary with sternoss. Up 
until the penetration of the Soviet Armies, this territory delivered more 
than 31,000 workers to Gormany. 


During the year of 1942 the conscription of workers was accomplished by way 
of propaganda. Only very rarely was force necessary. Only in iugust 1942, 
measurcs had to be taken against 2 familics in the villages Glcewenka and 
Salisny-Chutter, each of which were to supply one person for labor. Both 
were requested in June for the first time, but didn't obey although request- 
ed repeatedly. They had to be brought up by force, but succeeded twice tc 
escape from the collecting camp, or when being on transport, Before the 
second arrest, the fathers of both of the men were taken into custody, to be 
kent as hostages and to be released only when their sons would show up. 
hen, after the second escape, rearrest of both the fathers and boys was 
ordered, the police patrols ordered to do so, found the houses to be empty, 
That time I decided to take measures to show the increasingly rebellious 
Ukranian youth that our orders have to be followed. I ordered the burning

The employees of the civil administration in the General District 
of Shitemir haye, aside from their administrative worl, been charred with the 
following special tasks: 


Agricultural production and colloction 
Recruiting of workers for Cormany and management of forests and 
timber. 


The above-mentioned tasks became virtually a problem due to the 
fact that the general district of Shitomir is particularly "blessed" with 
bands. Regarding the agriculture, it should be primarily interesting to note 
that, in the year of 1922, altorethor 289 establishnonts were declared as 
agricultural cooperatives. In 1923 altozother 501 establishments wero, 
respectively will bo, Lene rd acricultural cooperatives. - The allotmont of 
farmland amounted in 1942 to 18%, in 1943, so far, to 10.4% cübim addtional 


10% are expected in the fall. 


As a consequence of the strong activity of bands, only about 40% 
of the acreage of the general district remain, at present, for the recular 
production and collections approximatoly 60% are under the control of the 
bands, These actually supply the population, in part, with seod and have tho 
fields cultivated by their orcer and naturally have the intentien to take 
possession of the crop inthe fall. 

In consequence of the activity of the bands we have access to 

only 36% of the cattle, 41% of the pigs and 28% of the sheep out of tho 
total stock, ^s we AN to supoly particularly tho front with meat, we aro 
therefore forced to a certain waste of our cattlo stocks, Due to tho strong 
drainage on the substance, there can be no more regular breeding. And too, 
only 42% of the milk total and 51% of the eggs could be salvasec. The spring 
cultivation has been performed thorouchly. It was amazine, nonetheless, that 
in spite of the strong drainage of labor forces into the Reich the tilling was 
executed with a rapidity which could not have heen taken for granted. To 
judge by the present condition and the weather, an average crop can bo exe 
pected. However, the securing and salvare of the crop -ivos much reason to 
worrye It must be avoided undor all circumstances, that tho bands get hold 
d considerable parts of the crop, respectively destroy the farm products which- 
have been brouzht to collecting points, Sufficiont protection for the various 
collecting points is not provided, the previous exporionces do not promise 
favorable resultse 


The leaders of arriculture deserve particular praise for thoir 
self-sacrificing and dangerous worke In many casos they are only able to 
fulfill their duties by risking their lives daily. They made numerous sacri- 
fices in blood, in particular lately. Nonetheless, they refuse to bo pro- 
vented from fulfilling their duty. The present situation is best illuminated 
by the fact that at this tino the agricultural leaders can only work at full, 
or approximatoly full, capacity in 5 out of 18 loealaroas, In all tho other 
areas, we have been forced towithdraw the leaders of the stronz points, and j 
rally thom at the local or district farmers. From there, they are in most 
cases only able to perform their work under strong protection of the police 
or army, 


The symptoms created by the recruiting of workers aro, no doubt, well 
known to the Reichs '4nistor throuch reports and his orm observations, There- 
fore, I shell not report them.

Manazemont of forests and timber is also one of tho principal 
worrios,. The general district of Shitomir is very rich in woods. ^s an 
avorago, the wooded area amounts to 26% of the total acreaze. Ip the north, 
large sections of tho country are covered 100% with woods, But this groat 
abundance in woods is also the cause of tho many bands, Anout did Jos 
hectar of wood, that is 80% of the total, are sautnel ted. | by bands, Like in 
the azricultural sector, ed. a relatively small part of tho wood remains for 
uso. Our yearly production potential in timber amounts to 1,300,009 cubic 
metere Presumably 1,000,000 cubic moter can bo cute The yearly potential 
in firewood amounts to 900,000 cubic meter, We hove to achieve this, I may 
point out that the supoly of wood for mines, R R ties, construction and 
heating purposes is especially importante The activity of tho bands #omettes 
us at present to cut, on a larrer scale, only in the more southern scantily 
wooded rezions, Consequently, the old stock of wood there is being con- 
sumed rapidly. Tho final result, if no change in the conditions occurs, 
will be the careless cuttin Som of woods, which is soins to result in exe 
tensive waste land.

In the East, Germany is carrying on a threefold war: a war for 
the destruction of Bolshevism, a war for tho destruction of the greater 
Russian Empire, ond finally a wer for the acquisition of colonial territory 
for colonising purposes and economic exploitation. 


This threefold mission of the "stern campaign has brought about 
the enormous resistance of the Eastern peoples. “Tore the war being con- 
ducted only for tho smashinz of Bolshevism, then it would have beon decided 
long azo in our favor, for, as all oxnerionces of this war heave confirmed, 
Bolshevism is hated to tho utmost by the Eastern peoples, above all by the 
great mass of peasants. Also the dissolution of tho greater Russian ™mpire 
into its national components would not have provoked the resistance which 
we meot now, As the nimcrous vrisoner intorrorations and other exverionces 
show the shrewd Russians havo a complete understanding that this war will 
end in territorial losses for them, and the non-Russian peoples will break 
out from the confinemont within which Russia has forced them. The reduction 
of the power of resistance of tho Red Army is tho major portion of the third 
goal of our campnigne With the inhoront instinct of the Bastern peoples 
the primitive man soon found out also that for Germany the slogan: "Libera- 
tion from Bolshevism" was only a pretext to enslave tho Rastorn peoples 
according to her own methods, In order that there exist no doubt at all 
on the German war aim, howover, German publicity refers openly to this ine 
tention in increasins measures The conquered territory is claimed publicly 
not only for Germany as a colonisation area, but even for Germany's om- 
bittered enemies, the Dutch, Norwerians, nnd othors,. The economic ox- 
ploitation is proclaimed verbally and in print, and carricé out with 
almost complete elimination of tho demands of tho indigenous population, 
even with the greatest lack of consideration. 


The populace has more of an understandinz of the measures and 
cutics necessitated by war than the conquered peoples of tho West. But 
laborer ond peasant, who were oducated to the hirhest degree of self- 
consciousness by Rolshevism, soon perceived that Germany did not regard 
them as partners of equal richts, but considered them only as the ohjectiv 
of her political and economic aims. That disillusioned them unspealahly, 


211 the more since they had placed colossal hopes on Germany. 


Tho main department for politics of the Roich Ministry for the 
Occupicd Fastern territories claims that it has beon quite aware of this 
situation from the beginning. It was soon apparent that the war could 
not be decided in a short time by arms alono, because of the vast areas 
and the enemy's inexhaustible resorves of manpower and materiel, but that 
.$ in all sreat wars of recent timos a spiritual disintecration would havo 
to come and the war would have to be changed at the final conclusion to 
& civil war, all the more since the German Wehrmacht does not intend to 
occupy completely the territory of tho Soviet Union, The Russian collapse 
of 1917 and the Gorman breakdown of 1918 were actually not brought abeut 
by weapons alone, but primarily by political disinterration. What Lenin 
achieved in Russia, the 14 points of “Tilson and the undermining effect of 
Marxism accomplished in Germany. In the Soviet Union we found on our 
arrival a population weary of Bolshevism, which waited-longinely for new 
‘slogans, holding out tho prospect of a better future to them, It was 
Gormany's duty to find such slogans, but they remained unuttored,. The 
population greeted us with joy as liberators, and placed themselves at our 
disposal willingly ond freoly with body and life. ‘Wherever Ukrainians, 
Russians, “hite Ruthenians and mombers of the Raltic peoples were enlisted 
in the Gorman Wehrmacht or in tho police thoy have proved themselves and 
fought excellently almost without exception. The Mein Department for 
Politics tried every moans of keeping this vast capital that had fallen into

our lap, and of utilizing it for our purposes, To this purpose it was 
necessary that National Socialism separate itself from Bolshevism with e 
sharp line of distinction and open to the populace prospects of a now bettor 
life. All measures which the Main Department for Politics sugested wore 
directed toward this ono goal of preserving this capital. They have heen 
many times attacked as the expression of a weak sentimental humanitarian 
attitude, of a form of Gorman sentimentalism, and they wore in roality only 
the expression of somplotely coarse material politics, For nothing else 
was contemplated than to preserve tho mass millions of the "astern area in 
the adjustment to us which was encourtored with, in order to drow from it 
tho rrestest possible use for Germany both militaristically, politically and 
economically. Should this political policy succeed, the greatest reactions 
on the onemy troops wore to he expected. For yoars the masses of the S.U. 
(Soviet Union) wero stirred up against the surrounding world by the most 
efficiont propaganda machine that has over existed. Until 1959 National 
Socialism had been the target of tho most spiteful attacks. Day after 

day it was hammered into the laborers and peasants that the active massos 
in Gornany were a sacrifice to the most terrible exploitations, With ox- 
treme tension workers and peasants looked forward to the German administra- 
tione To be sure they had not eomplotoly trusted the Bolshevist propa- 
zanda, but in spite of that thoy met the new masters with a certain feclins 
of doubt, 


As we all know, tho pooplos of tho S.U. (Soviet Union) have gone 
through the hardest times. Consequently, they are of a simplicity in- 
eoncoivablo to us, ovon in tho political sphere. A form of goverment which 
was not intont only on plundering and oxploitation end which put aside tho 
Dolshevist methods, would have kindled the greatest enthusiasm and put^nt 
our disposal a mass of millions. ånd the onthusiasm in the occupied Eastern 
territories would have had its reaction on tho force of rosistance of tho 
Red Army, It would have been easily attainable to have the Red Awmy man 
say to himself: "I firht for a svston that is throughout worse than that 
which awaits mo in tho case of a dei I will be better off in cvery 
respect among the Germans than I have been until now," If the Red Army 
man had become convinced of his general well-being, the war would have boon 
at an end very soon, 


Knowing this tho Main Department for Politics believed it to bo 
its primry uty to assist our combat troops with all thoir powor by a 
proparanda campairn &fmod at cripplins tho power of resistance of the Ped 
Army and to shorten the war in this way, For the attainmont of this goal 
there are, among the measures proposed, two of the utmost impertences The 
Agrarian la w and Rolicious Freedom, which is essentially distinct from that 
of the Bolshevistse 


Considering the exocntionally great significance which approaches 
the Agrarian question in the Soviet Union, tho Main Department for Politics 
was demandine evon before tho berinninc of tho Fastern campaim, that tho 
Yolchos ho dissolved end an individual Acrarian economy bo introcucod à 


e 2. 
This proposal was turned down by tho Four Year Plan with the remark that 
organic changes were not to be considered during tho ware Not until 


turust of last year was an inoroaso of tho farmland successfully put throuch. 


Refore the realization could be carried out, however, tho Four 
Year Plan had rocornizod that the impetuous pressuro of the whole peasant 
population for the dissolution of the collective weuld have to bo rockonod 
with in some way in tho interest of production itself. The proposal of 
the Main Department for Politics for tho MARS olution of tho collective found 
its defeat in the new Arrarian decroo, fow months had been sufficient 
to mako cloar, not only to all Wehrme cht wits down to the younrest 
lieutenant in tho lino fartheso forward, but also to the units in the homo 
country and the civil administration in the occupicd Fastern territories, 
the neod of reform in tho Kolchos constitution. Tho only exceptions in 
this knowledge were tho two Reich Commissars, whose disarreonont mfortunate-~ 
ly causod a delay of several weeks. Tho now Agrarian Docroo camo out 
shortly beforo tho spring planting and was croatly played up in tho 
orritorios by the fess and Propaganda Dopt of Main Departmont I, Its 
direct success was n hitherto inconceivable picce of work of tho ponulaco 
in the spring planting, which was able to be carried out in spite of un- 
favorable preliminary conditions. In spito of this mo lasting offoot on the 
cnomy has appeared so far, Naturally, the enomy propaganda counterod our 
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Agrarian decree with every means. Their main arzu»ont was that in this 

wms only a matter of a promiso which had as its purpose a momentary tactical 
succosses, that moreover Gormony intended to make uso of tho land 1 later for 
her own purposese This armment found supoort in the. vory slow execution 

of the Agrarian docroo, which is to be attributed in part to objective 
reasons (lack of surveyors, land registration, surveying instrumonts and 

so forth.) 


It had been foreseen that in 1942 in the Ukraine 20% of the general 
economy was to be changed to agriculture cooperatives. The increasinz of 
tho fermland, which forms tho main criterion of the meneral economy ond are 
carried throurh everywhere immediately, has still not been achieved to the 
extont of 19% of the general economy, althouzh it was docreed, as has been 
mentioned, in Aurust 1941. Tho transformation to kartou tenrai cooperativos 
has gonerally begun only a short time ago, and according to the directives of 
the farmor's loader YOERNZR is not to reach more than 10% by tho end of 
urust of this yoare In this state of affairs it is understandable that 
«reat sections of the Ukrainian peasantry are under the control of enemy 
propaganda and have lost belief in tho earnestnoss of our intentionse 


The religious freedom was likewise to call forth a great propa- 
manda effect. After momthselons nerotiations, it was eventually decided 
not to announce the frecdom of relirion coremoniously, but to let it come 
into existence as quictly as possiblee The i eM NAA effect consequently 
slipped from the picture,

decision in the church question, it searched for a 
means of propaganda, in the question of returning isis PURA 
individual. In this the whole world could be clearly shown that National 
Socialism contrasts cn with tho Bolshevist expropriation measures 
and a be ushered in, Tho first display of this 
sloran for pie cio uso vould have beon tho imediate raisins of the 
expropriation measures in the Baltic states, which Bolshevism had not yet 
emtrollod for a year, and consequently it would have been possible to 
resume tho former property situation without further ado, To the mbounded 
astonishment of the populace, however, the German administration marchod 
forward to play the role of receiver o^ the goods stolen by the Bolshevists, 
Tho necessity for the restoration of private ovmership for tho psycholo-cical 
treatment of the populace was referred to by all the General Comnissioners 
in the Baltic state mi this population, as everybody mows, ousht to bo won 
for German patriotis "von aftor the Four Year Plan gave up its old ideas 
in recornition that a | Poskhor orotraction of the restoration of private 
ownership would damage even the Gorman economic interests. The fundamental 
profession of the reinstallation of the pre-Bolshevist proporty law cid not 
follow, thouch it was acninst overy political judgment and based only on 
tho mfounded opposition of tho Reichs Comissare 


Again a real weapon for tho disintegration of the onemy front had 
heon twisted out of our hand, a weapon whose effect may not be undervalued. 
For the unrecomponsed expropriation of private property by the Bolshevists 
had aroused at the time not only the terror of "ssian bourgeois circles 
inclutine tho moro prog&porous peasants, but also of the entire civilized 
world. Tho world, including the laborers and peasants in the Soviet Union 
who wore disillusioned by Bolshevism, awaited now a clear policy in this 
question on the part of Germany. This silence on the part of Germany 
obviously made itself of use to the enemy propaganda, aise could reliably 
persuade tho Soviet masses that Germany plans no restoration of individual 
ovmorship. 

The Main Departmont for Politics furthormore has always om= 
phasizod that the Fastorn peoples must be told something concrete about their 
futures Tho Department refers to the fact that in case we should not oppose 
the propaganda. of Stalin, the peoples would have to succumb to this propa- 
ganda, thet is to say, they would believo in their owm enslavement by 
Germany. Tho “ain Departmont for politics has accordingly often directed tho 
attontion of Tlohrmaeht units to the expediency of having tho Slavic Eastern 
peoples rocoive calming assurances regarding their future from the 
authoritative German quartors,. ^s the best moans, the establishment of 
a sort of counter=rorime to Stalin with a capturod Red gencral was indicated; 
of, if tho word goverment should be avoided, then just a rebellious gencral 
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somewhat after the model of de Gaulle, who should bocono the point of 
crystallization for all the Red soldiors who are dissatisfied with Stalin. 
The correctness of this conception has boon confirmed in tho time following 
its incoption by countless statomonts of vrisoners-of-wer, who have all 
stated independontly thet the silence of Germany rerardine the future of 
Russia allows the worst to be foarod, any would like to desert, but they 
cid not mow to whom they should so. Undor the banner of a recognized 
countor-revolutionary leader thoy would rladly and bravely fisht against 
the Bolshevist rorinc, 


all tho sugsestions concornin- this were rojoctoc in thoir 
essentials, Permission for front-lino duty wae effected only for groups 

of Turkish and Caucasian peoplos end finally after several refusals also for 
tho Fstonianse Because of the difficulty of recruiting troops, tho unit 
generally camo to the point of impressing civilians and prisonerseof-war 
into their ranks, in the first lino of roar-ocholon servicer. But oven in 
the foremost line they found employment and fought well. Only in tho last 
few weeks under the pressuro of dancer from the partisans was the formation 
of native units allowed and thet only for combat with the bandits, But 

oven this measure will romain ineffective as far as propaganda is concerned 
if a combat unit is not activated and a personality with a resoundins namo 
is not put at its head. 


The "fain Department for Politics was compelled, for the sake of 
attainins the nbovoe-outlinod coal, to rescind or at least greatly chanse 
measures from German quarters which would strengthen the cnemey's power 
of resistances 


Of primary importance, the treatment of prisoners-of-war should 
be named. It is no longer a secret from friond or foe that hun?reds of 
thousands of them literally have dioc of hunzor or colà in our camps, 
Allesedly there wore not enough food supplies on hand for theme It is 
especially peculiar that the food. supplies are doficiont only for prisonors- 
of=far from the Soviet Unions, while complaints about the treatment of other 
prisonors-ofewar, Polish, Serbian, Pronch and finelish, have not become 
loud. It is obvious that nothine is so suitable for stronethenine the 
power of resistance of tho Red Army as the 'mowledco that in German captivity 
a slow miserable death is to bo mete To be sure the Main Department for 
Politics has succeeded hore by meeasin: efforts in bringing abort a. 
material improvemont of the fate of the prisonors-of-war, However this 
improvement is not to bo ascribed-to political acumen, but to the sudden 
realization that our labor market must be supplied with laborers at once, 

We now experienced the rrotesque picture of having to recruit millions of 
laborers from tho occupied Eastern torritories, after prisoners of war 

have died of hunzor like flios, in oréer to Mil the gups that have formed 
within Gormanye Now tho food question no longer existed. In the prevailing 
limitloss abuse of the Slavic humanity, "rcoruitinc" methods were used 
which probably have their orizin only in the blackest periods of tho slave 
trode. A regular manhunt was inaugurated. Without consideration of hoalth 
or age tho people were shipped to Germany, where it turned out imnedictely 
that for more then 100,000 had to be sent back because of serious illnesses 
and other inenpabilities for work, This system in no way considered that 
thesé apra would of necossity have their effect on the power of 
resistance of tho Red Army, since these methods were usod only in the 

Soviet eios of courso; and in no way romotely resembling this form in 
enemy countries like Hollend or Norwaye kerut ly we have made it quite 

easy for Soviet propaganda to augment the hate for Germany and the National 
Socialist system. The Sovict soldier fights more and more bravely in spito 
of the efforts of our politicians to finde another namo for this bravory.e 
Valuable Corman blood must flow more and more, in order to break tho 
resistance of tho Rod ^rny, Obviously the "ain Department for Politics has 
struz^lod unceasingly to place tho methods of acquiring workers and their 
troatmont within Gormany on a rational foundation, Oririnally it was thoueht 
in all earnestness to comand tho utmost efforts at a minimum cost of the 
workers sont to Germany. lero also not political acumen but only orimitiroe 
biolo*xieal Imowledge has led to an improvoment. Now £00,000 fomale household 
workers from the Ukraine are to como to Germany, anè already the German 
pross announces publicly that those poople havo no richt to free time and 
may not visit theaters, movies, restaurants, etc. anc may leave tho house 
at the most three hours a week apart from exceptions concerning duty. 
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In addition there is tho treatment of tho Ukrainians in the Reichs 
Somissariate itself. With a prosumotion unequalled wo put aside all politics 
mowledgo and to the gkad surprise of all the colored world treat tho peoples 
of the occupied Fastern territories as whites of Class 2, who apparently havo 
only the task of serving as slaves for Germany and Europe, Only the most 
Limited education is suitable for them, no solicitude can be riven thome 
sustenance intorosts us only insofar as they are still capable of labor, 
in every respect they are riven to understand that we regard them as of th 
most minute value, 


In these circumstances the followins can be determined: 


1) The resistance power of the Red Army and the stronrth of the 
partisan movement has mounted in the same degree as the population realized 
our true enlistment for thon. The foa of arms of our noble army have been 
neutralized exactly as in 1918 by an inadequate political policy. Our 
political policy has foreed both Rolshevists and Russian nationals into a 
common front arainst us. The Russian firhts today with excoptional bravery 
and self-sacrifice for nothinz moro or less than recognition of his human 
dignity. 


2) Our political policy of utilizing the Ukraine as a countor- 
weicht against mighty Russia, arainst Poland and the Balkans, and as a bridge 
to the Caucasus, has suffered complete shivewreck, Tho 40 million 
who joyfully created us as liborators, aro today indifferent to us 
alroady begin to swing into the enemy camp. Should we not succeed in checking 
this situation in the last moment, then we run the dangor from day to day 
of having a partisan movement in the Ukraine, which not only eliminates tho 
Ukraine as a furnisher of food, but also tios up tho reinforcements of the 
Gorman army, endangers its existence and aecoróinzly involves the danser of a 
German defeat. 


If this danger which threatens the German people is to be pre- 
vented in tho last moment, then the followin is necessary. 


l - For the Ukraine an absolutely | tive political policy must 
be earried out in every respect, Tho Ukraine must not be merely an objective 
of exploitation to us, but the populace must sincerely feel that Germany is 
its friend and liberator. The German economic agencies must be responsible 
for assuring the populace a minimum on which they can exist. ^ compulsory 
conscription of labor in the occupied Fastern territories must bo restrainod 
immediately. Tho troatmont of Ukrainians and other Mastern peoples within 
the Reich must be fair and humane. In publicity, both oral and writton, 
everything must be avoided that is in any way cognizant of tho fact Wat we 
regard this territory as an objective of exploitation. The Russian pooplo 
must be told something concreto about their future, particularly because 
Germany doos not have the intention nor the power to oecupy the whole Russian 
arene 


2 = The policy of tho officials of the Reichs Commissar for the 
Ukraine is in general the exponent for the above described policy, which has 
not recorcnized the role of the Ukraine in world politics, and has suceeded in 
throwing away the friendship of 40 million ocople; and which is guilty in this 
way of strengthening the power of resistance of the Rod Lrmy and prolonging 
the war with all its consequencese These officials soo their only mission 
as the economic exploitation of the country. The longer the war lasts, 
however, tho moro political forces must be interposed. Therefore it would 
be opportune to place at the head of the Reich Commissariat a personality who 
also possesses sufficient political ability. 


If we do not accomplish this change of course at once, then ono 
can say with certainty thet the power of resistance of the Red Aymy and of tho 
whole Russian people will mount still more, and Germany must continuo to 
sacrifice her best blood. Yes, it must be openly stated that the pessibility 
of a German defeat approaches in a tangible proximity; all the mare ge if tho 
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partisan movement for which Stalin is striving with every means, should 
spread over a groater part of the Ukraine. One should protest that in the 
South Ukraine such a danger does not oxist because of the lack of swamps 
and forests, The bandit leader I’achino needs to bo remembered, he who for 
about 2 years terrorized the Ukraine and mew how to avoid all prosooutions, 
One should also not place his hopes on the economic collapse of the Soviet 
Unione Certainly the losses in fertile land, raw materials and industrial 
projects are very significant. On the other hand the Soviet Union still 

has the Ural territory, fabulously rich in raw materials of all kinds, 

which for fourteen years has been industrially developed with all powers, 

as well as rich Siberian, Finally we mow that the Soviets have systematical- 
ly carried on an economic policy of homrding reserves, and we cannot come 
pletely tie vp tho Enrlish-/merican r eserves e 


However, if we accomplish the proposed change in policy, then it 
ean be believed certain that the decomposition of the Red Army will also 
succeede For tho power of resistance of tho Red Army man is broken the 
moment that he becomes convinced that Germany brings him a better life than 
he has led under the Soviets, and that Germany has a small bit of con- 


sideration for his national qualities, in other words does not intend to 
rob him of his soule 


The problom is too serious to be allowod to remain undecided. 
Eere it is a question of the futuro of tho German race, under circumstances 
concerning even its existence or non-existence. The permanent thesis of 
the Main Department for Politics has proved itself true, that a quick 
victory cannot be attained entirely by the aid of arms, "but only in con- 
junction with tho aprlioation of a creat political offensive, That the ad- 
ministration of tho occupied Rastern territories is composed almost en- 
tirely of personnel not acquainted with Russia is probably one of the 
reasons why this thesis has not been carried out, The gentlemen slowly 
grope their way into the problem, for which the majority still require inter- 
pretorse Nevertheless it is today already confirmed that wide circles 
of the lower administrative chiefs in the Ukraine are plainly frightened 
of the policy commanded by the higher echelon. However, thoy are not ina 
position to have their way, So much the more reason one should trust tho 
interpretation of the Main Department for Politics based on the best 
technical and social knowlodzo; the Department is even today convinced of a 
specdy victorious conclusion of the war, insofar as its political directives 
are followed.

In order to prevent difficulties and delay -which is of course not desired 
by you- in the liquidation of the companies under my supervision, I have to-day 
dispatched the following telegram to the Gau Leaders because of the particula 
urgency: 
"In order not to delay the liquidetion of companies wider my supervision, 
I beg to point out that the companies concerned are not private firms 
but business enterprises of the Reich so that also actions with regard 
to them just as with regard to government offices are reserved to the 
highest authorities of the Reich. I supervise the following companies: 
(a) Zentralhandelsgesselschaft Ost fuer lendwirtschaftlichen Absatz 
und Bedarf mbH. (20). (Central Trading Company East for Agri- 
cultural Mark: EE = Requirements Limited)

Assets suitable for 
restitution of the companies have already been esrmerked for the armed 
forces and wor economy, Therefore, any intervention with regard to 
stocks and personnel does not only impede the liquidation of business 
which is inevitably necessary but also delays the supply of goods to 
the armed forces and war industry. For this rezson I beg, to refrain 
from eny intervention, 

The Chief of the Party Chancellory has a copy hereof."

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Enclosed I am sending you a copy of my letter of to-day to the Reich 
Plenipotentiary for total war effort from which you will note that the liqui- 
dation of the companies under my supervision has been agreed upon with the 
Reich Plenipotentiary and will be concluded at a relatively close date consi- 
dering the vast operations which are indispensable for the liquidation in the 
interest of an orderly war economy. Restored properly not yet surrendered 
has already been earmarked for the armed forces and war economy, so that any 
delay of the liquidation or perhaps even independent confiscation of the pro- 
perty by the Gau Leaders would impair or destroy an organized plan, something 
that should not be done without a compelling reason in the interest of war 
economy. In order to give you an idea of the past and present problems of 
these companies, I am attaching enclosed a corresponding survey.

and have recognized the need of the hour immediately, but can simply nct com- 

plete their work still necessary for the liquidation at present from one day 

to the other. ås far as the Eastern territories aro concerned, tho above applies 

to the majority of the people assigned, so that I am obliged to regret that 

you also associate those people with the most ill-reputed term of rear-cchelon.

(2) 11 subsidiary companies of the food industry with 130 branches were 
founded in the Ukraine, 

(3) The Z.0, including its subsidiary corp^nies employed at the peak of 
its business during the summer of 1943 about 7000 German party mem- 
bers of the Reich and in addition has setup about 250 German firms

(4) The total turn-over of the Z,0, amounted to about 5.6 milliard

goods is being effected with the ccoperation of the Cowrissioner for 
utilization of goods, Dr, Kema, for the Reich Minister of Economy and 
the Reich Minister for Armament and War Production. Moreover, part of 
these goods which are composed of thousands of types of different gocds 
must first be overhauled and repaired, 


The number of personnel of the Z.0. and its subsidiary companies has 
already been reduced from 7000 to 681 employees, exclusive 50 workers who 
are still working in tho Eastern Territories.

The Landbewirtschaftungsgessellschaft Ukraine (LBGU) had the following 
missions (Figures according to status of Ist July 1943): 


(a) Supervisory management of almost 31,000 collective farms and agri- 
cultural cooperatives (former Kolhoze) with 1.7 million farms, of 
almost 540,000 individual farms with an area used for cultivation of 
maximum 38 million hektars: (93.9 million acres) - 24.5 miliion hectars 
(60.5 million acres) during summer 1943-, 


(b) Managing trusteeship of 1875 state-owned estates with an area used 
for agriculture of 2.8 million hectars (6.9 million acres), 


(c) Managing trusteeship of 72 breeding stations with an arca of 124,000 
hectars (306,400 acres), seed reproducing area of 424,000 hectars 
(1,047,700 acres), 


Trustee management of 17 offices for distribution of seeds of 
270 seed distribution points and of 619 sced depots with a seed

The LBGU maintained 1 central business office, 6 district offices 
(with 5 branches offices), 114 regional offices, 431 county offices, 2870 
base offices and 400 supervisory bodies. 


The LBGU has already completed the liquidation of the following

(1) Management of the general enterprises (see above under a), 

(2) Management of the state-owned estates (sce, above under b), 

(3) Sheepbreeders association Ukraine, 

(4) Financial liquidation (balance-sheet of liquidation 2s of lst July 
1944 will be completed on 20th Oct. 1944). 

At present the LBGU still attends to the following matters: 


(aa) Utilization of still remaining 5400 tons of highly valuable, evacuated 
seeds (a total of 98,000 tons have been brought back), most of which 
will be transferred to the Landbau-Gesellschaft m.b.H. (Land Develop- 
ment Company Limited) founded recently by the Commissioner for the 
Four Year Plan, ~ termination by the end of this year-, 
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(bb): Utilization of the rolling stock, parts of equipment and similar 
matters confiscated by the armed forces. 


(cc) Realisation of the MTS evacuation depots and work shops. The 
personnel used in connection with this (90 civilians, 34 military 
personnel) occupied mainly with new problems regarding the em- 
ployment of agricultural machines end the repair thereof. The 
transfer of these machines to the above mentioned Landbau-Gesvll- 
schaft has been projected in the near future, 


The number of personnel employed by the LBGU has been reduced from 
4500 Germen and Dutch workers as of 30 Juno 1943 to 410 as of lst Oct. 
1911, 


Of these latter 248 were made available for other important war jobs, 
especially in the general government, by way of orders and leaves from 
present jobs, 28 employces are ass? d to supervise 50,000 Ukrainian 
workers in key-positions and skilled leborers of the L9GU, Another 90, 
as mentioned, are emoloyed for the problems of utilizing agricultural 
machines and for the repair thereof (see above cc). Consequently, only 
4, persons are employed to wind up the remainding affairs.

The execution of these assignments is in full swing, and the work 
connected with it is stcadily increasing. So far the BGO has col- 
lected about 1000 carloads of evacuated goods. One part of these is 
directed by the B,G,0, to agencies charged with their utilization 
which operate under its management. Another part - particularly 
machines and investment goods - are stored in own depots, repaired, 
catalogued and catalogue submitted to the Office of Armament Supplies 
as well as to Spocial Agencies (Sonderringe)* and apportioned accor- 
ding to their directions to the Armament Industry. 


The number of personnel employed at present by the BGO is 118 employ- 
ees of whom 55 are male employees,

Sub ject: The USSR. 


A military conflict with the USSR. will result in an extrocrdinerily 
rapid cecupation of an important end larce section of the USSR. It is very 
probeble that military action on our pert will very soon be followed by the 
military collapse of the USSR. The oddupetion of these areas would then present 
not so many military as adrinistrative and eéonomle difficulties, Thus arises 
the first qmestion: 


Is the cecupation to be deterrined by purely rilitory and/or 
economic needs, or is the leyinc of politiesl foundeticns for o future orgen- 
isttion of the area also a factor in determining how fer the occupation shall 
be extended? If so, it is 4 natter of urgency to fix the political goal which 
is to be attained, for it will, without doubt, also have an affect on military 


operations. 

If the rolitical overthrow of the Eastern Eupire, in the weak 
condition it would be at the tine, is set as the goal of military operations, 
one may conclude that: 

1) The occupation mst comprise arens of vast proportions; 

2) Fron the very beginning, the treatment of individuel sec- 
tions of territory should, as reverds edrinistretion, as well as economics and 
ideology, be adapted to the political cnds we «re striving to attain; 

3) Again, extraordinary questicns eoneernine these vest areas, 
such es, in particulrr, the ensuring of essential supplies for the ec ntinuetion 
of the wer ceeinst England, the ntintenrnee of production which this necessitate 
and the great directives for ihe completely separate arecs, should best be 
dealt with ell together in one place. 

It should again be stressed here thet, in addition, ell the arguments 
which follow of course only hold good once the supplies from the erea to be 


occupied, which are essential to Greater Germany for the continuance of the war, 
have been essured.

Russian Central Asin or Russien Turkestene 
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Ae Greater Russia 


After the rule of the Tarters, tho Russf{en Expire, Czerist in cheroeter 
developed out of the Grand Duchy of Moscow. This nucleus eres possesses even 
today the greatest driving power. The political sim of cperations against the 
USSR, therefore, would be the permanent weekening of this eres, in order to 
secure possibilities of expansicn for the other ereas. By means of & temporary 
occupation of this cres, this weakening could be brought about in s way com- 
prising the three following measures: 


1) the total destruction of the Jewish Bolshevik state edmin- 
istration, without helping to set up a new snd comprehensive stete system; 


2) very extensive utilisetion cf ec onoric resources, such 8s 
the removal of ell non-essential stocks, mechanicel instelletions, end, in 
particular, of eny available means of transport, seall river creft ete, etes; 


3) the ellocetion of considerctle secticns of this Russian 
nucleus territory tc the freshedministretive units which are to be formed, as, 
in particular, to White Russis, the Ukraine, end the Don territory. 


In this wey ell other ereas would be offered at the seme time the 
possibility of making extensive use of thet pert ^f Russia controlled by Moscow 
as a dumping ground for undesirable elements of the populetion. 


B. White Russia 


White Russia comprises a pert of the USSk which is very beckward 
culturally as well as economically. At the same tiro 1t contains the second 
lergest Jewish community in the USSR, with towns which are completely Jewish, 
such as Bjalostok, Minsk, iolodzk, Vitebsk, end others besides. 


The awskening of an independent life, end the setting up of e living 
state system rust be considered as an extremely tedious end difficult under- 
taking. White Russia is far more backward in culture than, for instance, Lithu- 
ania, and more exploited by the Jews than Foland, Nevertheless, having regard 
to the necessity of weakening the Russian nucleus cres, such on stterpt should 
be advocated, 


The USSR has confined White Russic to the srea between the Polish 
North-West frontier end sapproximetely es far as the sronje. But the real 
capital of the whole eres would be Smolensk. The half administrative district 
of the game name end elso a section vf the adrinistretive district of Kelinin 
(formerly Twer) could count, by populetion, es belonging to it, or could be 
added to it for administration purposes. In this wey the frontier of White 
Russie would be moved forward to within about 250 kilometres of Moscow, 


If the creation of independent political life is considered desireable, 
it would not be advisable to carve up this cres to the benefit of the General- 
gouvernenent of Poland. 


C, Esthonia, Letvia and Lithuania 


In the case of these areas the question erises, whether they should 
be allotted the special task of becoming e German settlement aren cf the future, 
the racially most suitable elements being assirilated, 


If this is set up as an aim the areas also require very special 
treatizent in the general. task. 


The necessery removal of considerable sections of the intelligentsia 
particulsry Latvian ones - to the Russian nucleus tres would heve to be organ- 
ised. The settlement of s Germen rurel populstion in considerable quantities’ 
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would have to be started » pes-ibly a large contingent of Germen settlers suit- 
able fer this purpose could be taken from among the Volga Germans, efter the 
undesirable elements have been elimineted. There might also be the possibility 
of the settlement of Danes, Norwegians, Dutch and - efter the war hes been brough 
te a victorious end - of Englishmen too, so that, in the course of one or two 
generations, this area can be joined up with the German nucleus srea cs & new 
Germenised country. 


In this etse we should elso not have to neglect to deport consider- 
able groups of racially inferior sections of the populetion from Lithuenic. 


D, The Ukraine (Border territory) 


Kiev beceme the mein centre of the Verangian state with its super- 
imposed Scandinovian charecter. But even cfter the rule of the Tarters Kiev 
was for a long time diametrically opposed to Moscow. Its independent national 
life is based, contrary to the assertions of Musovite historiens, whose ideas 
also dominated the Whole of European learning, on a tredition which is really 
Almost unbroken e y 

As fer cs this erea is concerned, the political task would be the 
encouragement of independent national life until, possibly, an independent 
state could be creeted, with the »bject.-alone or in conjunction with the Don 
area end the Caucasus as a Bleck Sse Union, of holding Moscow constently in 
check and ensuring Lebensrcum for G:eater Germany to the Ecst. In the economic 
field, however, this erca would ct the seme time, have the task of forming a 
powerful bese for raw materials end © supplementery nutrition centre for the 
Greater German Reich. 


Strips of border territory from the Russicn nucleus «rea, tod, would 
have to be edded to thet pert which'is regarded by the USSR cs purely Ukrcinisn - 
as hes elreedy been mentioned = in order to weaken this nucleus ceres and at 
the seme time to keep slive constent opposition to it. In this metier, ports 
of the edministrttive districts of Kursk ond Voronesch might be possibilities. 


The administr:tive and economic handling of the whole erea would then 
heve to be directed towerds the attainment of this political cim. 


E. The Dan area 


It is inhabited by the Don Mossncks. As a nction they sre fer less 
independent then the Ukrainians, culturrlly they sre srturcted with Moscow 
ideology, and politically they tend chiefly towcrds Moscow, but ere more de- 
veloped then the White Russiens. The task in this crea would be similvr to 
thet in White Russit. 


Similarly, it would be desireble to extend this aree Northwerds up 
to the Administrstive Districts of Szaratow in order to link up its edmini~ 
stration with thet of the territory of the Volga Germans. 


Fe The Caucasus 


The Caucasus is inhebited by sections of the population which ere, 
reciellly, entirely different, and elso by netional units. The river plain 
of the Kuben end Terek, and the present Administretive Districts of Krasnoder 
end Ordschjonokiize ere inhabited by Cossacks, the mejority of whom consider 
themselves to be Ukrainians, The most sdvenced notion as regerds culture is 
the Georgians, between the Great end Lesser Coucrsus, who ean point to a 
centuries old eulturcl tradition end independence of their own. Then comes 
Aserbeidschan, peopled by Muselmen of Ugrototcricn origin, with its eentre 
at Bekuss The Armeniens live in adjacent territory to the South, while the 
Northern mountain slopes are inhabited by quite a number of mountain peoples 
of the most veried origins. 
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The area is Russia's oil centre. The meterirl output, end indeed 
the existence of the other mainly agriculture] eress of the USSR, such 88 the 
Ukroine, the Don-Kuban, end the Terek district, and also to 5 certain extent 
the Russian nucleus tret, lergely depend on keeping this area in productione 
Owing to the introduction of the Bolshevik system of running villages on 
communal lines without individual ownership, ond of Kolehoses, (collective 
forms) with mechanical cultivetion of the soil, the production of grain and 
food depends on the reguler supplying of the necessery fuel. As a result 
of the sherp drop in the number of dreught cattle, end the fect thet these cre, 
numerically, very unevenly distributed, eny strangulcetion of the oil supply - 
quite apart from tho maintenance of the motor repeir depots and the holding 
ready of the necesssry servicing personnel for this, - tends to femines 


Gae Rassian Central Asin or Russian Turkesten 


We can assume thet, efter the militery collapse of the Soviets 
in Europe, very small forces would be needed to dispose of the Moscow tyrenny 


in Centrsl Asie. This erea too, is inhebited by peoples of very different types, 


mainly Tureno-Mongoloid, end who ure followers of Mohammed. They feel them- 
selves to be in long-standing reciel gnd religious opposition to the Soviets, 
and at the some time to the Russion people too, without being eble, for the 
time being, to throw off the Russian yoke by their own efforts. This should 
not be considered too difficult to cerry jut, however, with German help, and 
in view of the confusion which would arise among the Soviets. 


The srec is Russiats cotton store, with sn snnuel production, e¢= 
cording to Bolshevik figures, of 4 = 500,000 tons of cottone 


Tho entry of Germens into Centrel Asie would mean powerful renr 
support for Iran ond àfghrniston,. It is * matter for conjecture whether these 
stetes would not possibly be impelled by this meens to undort^ke more ective 
operations ageinst India, - if there is «ny such intention, = in the event of 
Turkey too, having cltercd her tttitude by that time. The threat t» the 
British lines of communicetion to Indie thus acquires rerl significence, end 
will, with®ut doubt, compel Britein tc deploy greeter forces in this aree, 
which she would have to teke from Europe or elsewhere e 


General Questions of Econom from the Legrl Angle 


The sequiring of the >il, meinly in the Caucasus, immediately brings 
with it the question of its transport, in order to meaintein agricultural pro- 
duction in the occupied areas. Tho question of transport, however, which 1s 
of decisive importence to the cultivetion of the soil, is bound up egein with 
the settling of the coal problem. ht the seme time, the question of finance . 
in these areas appeers of primery inportrnce. 


à question which likewise affects all srees is thet of the almost 
complete abolition, under the Scviot system, of private property. It is not 
improbable that this question will heve practicel consequences immedietely 
the rron is oecupied. Sponteneous eetion taken by e completely uneducated 
rurel population, if and when they dissolve the Koleheses by their own efforts, 
could result in untold meteriel herme 


For this rsson these problems require to be settled, not regicnally, 


but as extraordinery matters for ell ereas, end local verietions, end perheps 
ols» differing tactical section ecula ecsily be combined with this.

The contingency, that the German Reich may find herself confronted by 
Soviet Russian policy of aggression and of' anti-German alliances, makes it 
oblig.tory to have a clear conception about the political aims of a German 
counterblow. 


The only possible political goal of war can be the aim to free the German 
Reich from Pan-Slavic (grossrussisch) pressure for centuries to come. This 
does not only correspond with German interests, but also with historical jus- 
tice, for Russian Imperialism was in 2 position to accomplish its policy of 
conquest and oppression almost unopposed, whilst it threatened Germany again 
end ag^in. Therefore, the Germen Reich has to beware of starting a campaign 
against Russia with a historical injustice, meaning the reconstruction of a 
Great Russian Empire, no matter of what kind. On the contrary, oll historical 
struggles of the various nationalities against Moscow 2nd Petersburg have to 
be scrutinized for their bearing on the situation today. This has been done 
on the part of the National Socialist movement to correspond to the Leader's 
political testament as laid down in his book, that now the military and poli-

tical threat, from the East shall be eliminated forever, 


Therefore this huge area must be divided according to its historical and 
racial conditions into Reichs-Commissariats, each of which bears within it- 
self a different political aim.

tories, were cheated out of the fruits of their cultural work during the past 
700 years, The German Reich will now have to proclaim the principle, that 
after the occup tion of the Eastern Territories, the former German assets 
have become property of the people of Greater Germany, irrespective of the 
consent of the former individual proprietors where the German Reich may reserve 
the right (assuming that it has not already been done during resettlement) to 
arrange a just scttloment. The manner of compensation end restitution of this 
notional property, wili bo subject to different treatment by cach Reich 
Commissoriot.

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- For the rest, as regards the execution of the action, I must point 
out to my deepest regret that the latter bordered already on sadisme Tho town 
itself offered a picture of horoor during the action, With indescribable 
brutality on tho part of both the Gorman police officers and particularly the 
Lithuanian partisans, the Jewish pooplo, but also among thom White Ruthonians, 
were taken out of thoir dwellings and herded torethor,  Evorywhoro in the town 
shots wero to be heard and in different strects the corpses of shot Jews 
accumulatede Tho White Ruthenians wero in grontost distross to free thomselves 
from tho eneirolomont, Regardless of the fact that the Jowish people, among 
whom wero also tradesmen, were mistreated in a terribly barbarous way in the 
face of the White Ruthenian poople, tho Whito Ruthonions themsolves woro also 
worked over with rubbor clubs and riflo butts. Thore was no question of an 
action against the Jews any more. It rather looked like a revolutione I myself 
with all my officials have been in it without interruption all dey long in 
order to savo what could yet be savede In sovornl instances I litorally had to 
expel with drawn pistol tho German police officials as well as tho Lithuanian 
partisans from the shops. My ow police was employed for the same mission but 
had often to leave the streets on account of tho wild shooting in order to avoid 
being shot thomselvose Tho wholo picture was gonornlly moro than rhastly, 

In the aftornoon a proat number of abandoned Panje carriages with horses were 
standing in the strocts so that I had to instruct the municipal administration 
to take care of the vehiclos immodintelye Afterwards it was ascertained that 
they wore Jewish vehicles orderod by tho armed forces to move ammunition, The 
drivers had simply been taken of? the carriages and lod away, and nobody had 
worried in the least nbout the vohiclese 


I was not prosont at the shooting before tho town,  Thoroforo I cane 
not make a statemont on its brutality. But it should suffice, if I point out 
that persons shot have workcd thomselvos out of their gravos some time after thoy 
had been covored, Regarding tho economic damare I want to state that the 
tannory has beon affected worst of all, 26 exports worked theres Of thom, 
fifteen of the best snocinlists alono have been shot, Four more jumped from the 
truck during the transport and escaped, while sovon others wore not apprehended 
after they flod, The plant barely continuos to operate todays Five whoole 
wrirhts worked in tho wheelwri¢ht Shop, Four of them have been shot and tho 
shop has to keep going now with ono whoslwripghte Additional tradesmen such as 
carpenters, blacksmiths, otc, arc stili missings Up till now it was impossible 
for me to obtain an exact surveys I havo mentioned already in tho beginning, 
that the fomilies of tradesmen should bo spavod too, Bub now it seems that 
almost in all families some persons aro missings Reports come in from all 
over, making it clear that in one femily the tradesman himself, in another family 
the wife and in the next one again tho chillron are missinge In that way 
almost all families have been brokon up, It soons to bo very doubtful whether 
under these circumstances the remaining tradosnon will show any interest in 
their work and produce accordingly, particularly as ovon today they are running 
around with bloody and bruised faces due to tho brutalitys The White Ruthenian 
people who had full confidence in us, is dumbfoundod, Thouzh they are 
intimidated nnd don't dare to uttor thoir froe opinion, one has already heard 
that thoy take tho viewpoint thnt this day does not add to tho glory of Germany 
and thet it will not bo forcottene T am of tho opinion that much has boon 
Jestroyed through this action which we have achieved during the last months and 
that it will take a long time until we shall rogain the confidonce of the 
population which we havo loste 


In conclusion I find myself obliged to point out that tho police 
battalion has looted In an unheard of manner during the action, and that not 
only in Jewish houses but just the same in those of the White Ruthenians, 
Anything of use such as boots, leather, cloth, gold and other valuables, has 
boon taken awaye On tho basis of statcnonts of mombors of the nrmod forcos, 
watches wore torn off tho arms of Jews in publico, on the strect, nnd rings were 
pulled off the fingors in tho most brutal mannore A major of tho finance 
department reported that a Jewish girl was askod by tho police to obtain 
imnodietoly 5,000 rubles to have her father released. This rirl is said to 
have actually gone evorywhere in order to obtain the moneye 


Also within the ghetto, the different barracks which had been nailod 
up by the civil administration and wore furnished with Jewish furniture, have 
been broken open and robbede Evon from the barracks in which the unit was 
quartered, window frames and doors have boon forcibly romovod and used for campe

The battalion comandor with his battalion in strength of four c^mponios, two 
of which were mado up of Lithuanian partisans, was on tho march horo and tho 
action would have to begin instantly, I replied to tho first lieutonant that T 
had to discuss tho action in any caso first with the cammandor,. About half an 
hour later the police battalion arrived in Sluzke Imodiatoly nftor the arrival 
the conference with the battalion commander took place according to my requeste 
I first explained to the commancer that it would not vory well bo possible to 
offoct the action without previous proparation, because everybody had boon 

sont to work and that it would lead to terrible confusion, At least it would 
have beon his duty to inform me a day ahead of timee Then I requested hin to 
postpone tho action ono day. However, he rojectod this with the romark that he 
had to carry out this action cveryvhoro and in a11 towns and that only two days 
wore allotted for Sluzke Within theso two days, the town of Sluzk had to be 
cleared of Jews by all moanse I immediately protcsted violently against it, 
pointing out that a liquidation of Jews must not bo allowed to take place in 

an arbitrary mannor, I explained that a lerro part of the Jews still living 

in the tovms were tradesmen ond familics of tradesmen respectively. But those 
Jewish tradesmen wore not simply expendable because they were indispensible 

for maintaining the economic lifee Furthermore, I pointed out that White 
Ruthenian tradesmen aro so to say non=cxistant, that therefore all vital plants 
hac to bo shut down all nt once, if all Jows would be liquidatod, At the ond 
of our conference, I mentioned that all tradesmon an? spocinlists, inasmuch as 
they were indispensible, hod papers of identification ond that these should not 
be pulled out of the factorios, chai ote it was asroed that all Jews 

still livine in the town should first be broucht into the ghetto in order to 
sorrognto thom, especially with rerord = “thie families of tradesmon which I 

did not want to have liquidated oithor, Two of my officials should bo nssirned 
to sepregatc thome The commander did not in any way contradict my idea and I 
had thercforo the firm boliof that tho action would be carríod out accordingly. 
Howovor, t€. few hours after the beginnine of the action thc erentest difficultiocs 
already developede I noticed that tho comandor had not at all abided by our 
agrocmente All Jows without exception were takon out of tho fnctorios and 
shops and deported in spito of our arreemente. It is true that part of the 

Jews was moved by way of the ghetto whore many of thom wore v»rocossod and 

still soeropntod by mo, but a large part wos londod directly on trucks and 
liquidated without furthor delty outside of tho towne Shortly after noon

Col. Breyer of 
the P, w, department explained that actually there was in effect a pro- 
hibition by the Fuehrer against bringing Russian P,4.!'s into the Reich 
for mobilization of labor (Arbeitseinsatz); but that one might count on 
this prohibition being relaxed a little, For the time being the prisoners 
are to be retained in camps in the occupied territories and in the 
Government-general; as soon as conditions become overcrowded, they are to 
be transported to large camps in the Reich. In case arbeitscinsatz should 
be permitted in the Reich, certain racial groups (Volkstumsaugehorige) 
would be exempted (uhite Russians, Ukrainians, Latvians, Zzsthonians, Finns, 
etc.). P. J.'S of Asiatic origin (such as Longolians) are by no means to 
be transported to the Reich for Arbeitseinsatz. woreover, only nussian- 
speaking prisoners will be utilized for the arbeitscinsatz, because of the 
possibility of Bolshevist propaganda. Only arbeitseinsatz as units 
(Organization Todt, construction battalions), under guard, will be per- 
mitted, 


Representatives of the various departments (including the repre- 
sentatives of the Commissioner for the Four Year Plan and of the Reich 
Labor ;inistry unanimously agreed that labor :.obilization (Arbeitseinsatz) 
of the Russians was unqualifiedly necessary. Approximately 500,000 
priscners are needed, (also to make up for the 50,000 - 100,000 French who 
are to be released): - 400,000 in agriculture, 80,000 in construction, 
10,000 in mining (especially lignite). The need for an additional 70,000 
prisoners in the munitions industry cannot be filled under existing stipu- 
lations and at most may be accomplished only by exchange. These figures, 
which were presented by the representative of the Reich labor ninistry, were 
mentioned only from the viewpoint of 2 possible slight increase in number 
of P.«.'S. It must bc taken into consideration, moreover, that 257, are 
absorbed by losses and by the camps themselves. 


The chairman summarized the results of the discussion as indicating 
that all the interested bureaus unqualifiedly advocated and supported the 
demand for utilization of P.U.!'s because of manpower needs (xrbeitseinsatz) 
in the Reich, The Wi Ru Amt will approach the Commissioner for thc Four 
Year ilan with a request for relaxation of the restrictive regulations and 
express to the VFS/L its point of view, accordingly.

dated the 17 July 1941. 


in order to restore and maintain public order and public life in the 
newly-occupied Eastern territories I decree that: 


Article 1. 


As soon as the military operations in the newly-occupied territories are 
over, the adminstration of these territories shall be transferred from the 
military establishments to the civil-administration establishments. I shall 
from time to time determine by special decree, the territories which according 
to this are to be transferred to the civil administration, and the time when 
this is to take place. 


The Civil Administration in the newly occupied Eastern territories, where 
hese territories are not included in the administration of the territories 
bordering on the Reich or the General government, is subject to the "Reich 
Minister for the Occuvied Eastern territories," 
Article 3. 

Military sovereign rights and powers are exercised by the commanders 
of the Armed Forces in the newly-occupied Eastern territories in accordance 
with my decree of 25 June 1941. 


Ine powers of the Coumissioner for the 4-year plan in the newly-occupied 
Eastern territories, according to my decree of 29 Juno 1941, and those of 
the Reichsführer SS aad Chief of the German Police according to my decree 
of 17 July 1941, are subject to special ruling, and are not effected by the 
following regulations. 


Article he 


I appoint Reichsleiter Alfred Rosenberg as Reich Minister for the Occu- 
pied Eastern Territories, He will hold office in Berlin. 


Article 5. 


The parts of the newly-occupied Eastern territories which are subject 
to the Reich liinister for the Occupied Eastern Territories are to be divi- 
ded into Reich Commissariats, which are to be divided into General Regions 
(Generalbezirke) and these again into District areas (Kreisgebiete). Several 
"Kreisgebicte" can be joined into a Main Region (Hauptbezirk). The Reich 
Minister for the Occupied Eastern Territories will issue more detailed in- 
structions on this subject. 


Article 6. 


At the head of each Reich Commissariat will be a Reich Commissar; at the 
head of each General Region a Commissar-Goneral and at the head ef every 
District Area an Area Coumissar (Gebietskommissar). Where a Main Region is 
formed, there will be a Head-Commissar (Hauptkommissar) in charge. 


The Reich Commissars and the Commissar-Generals will be appointed by

The Organization of the NSDAP in Foreign Countries 
The organization of the NSDAP in foreign countries (a0) is regulated 
from the standpoint of organization along district (Gau) lines. The Director 
of the A0 (with the rank of Gauleiter) is immediately subordinate to the Fue- 


hrer's Deputy. The AO has its headquarters in Berlin. The Director of the 


ay orgenizetión in foreign countries is at the same time Chief of the Foreign 


Service Organization in the Foreign Office and directs the unified supervision 
of German nationals in foreign countries. 
Duties and Authority 

The duty of the AO is to win over the German nationals in foreign lands 
and in the shipping world to the National Socialist point of view and to keep 
alive the idea of a racial community over all classes, professions, and con- 
fessions in every single German, living in a foreign country. 

The AO will keep itself aloof from all non-German issues. 

The AO is the only competent party office for all Party Organizations 
abroad (with the exception of Danzig and Mimel) and on board Germen ships. 

The Director of the AO is responsible for all measures, principles, and direc- 
tives given in this sphere of activity. He is further responsible for seeing 
that the Special directives issued by all the competent offices of the Reich 
goverment are modified in such a way that they are suitable for conditions 
abroad in order that German interests are not under any circumstances endan- 
gered or damaged. 

All party members domiciled abroad, who take up permanent residence there 
or who ere employed in seagoing ships, are subordinate to the AO and are not 
to te considered party members of districts within the Reich, - Party 
members engaged in shipping, who leave their work afloat and ere without work 
for at least six months, are to be transferred to the appropriate Gau within 


Germany, also party members abroad who return and take-up permanent residence 


in the fatherland.

Suitable persons vill be chosen by the Reichpropaganda leader in the central 


i p of culture, as permanent co-workers, especially for the purpose of 


Practical courses for cultivation of folk 
songs for the purpose of finding the proper personnel for the planning of 
activities in all organizations of the movement. The "Proposals for the 
Planning of National Socialist Celebrations" issued monthly by the 

Central Office for Culture will furnish the leaders of propaganda and 
central offices for culture, with the necessary material. Therein ere also 
found appropriate instructions for the planning of discussion evenings, 
membership meetings, evening meetings of the Hitler Youth, evening gatherings 
of SA and SS comrades, in a manner befitting our creed and to avoid monotony.

2. The press representatives of the individual offices of 
the Reion Government. They take care of the press 
intereste of the larger organizations and party offices 
within the framework of the editorial end political 
principles of the Chief of the Reichpress. 


3. The journalistic-political organ of the NSDAP. 


a) Editor-in-Chief of the Office cf the District Press: 
The office of the district press is that office of 
the district (Gau) which with the help of the party 
offices of the district, subordinate to it and 
associated with it as regards problems of journalism, 
represents the interests of the party through the 
medium of the papers and periodicals published in 
this district. This representetion of interests 
involves particularly the progressive cooperation 
of the whole journalistic life cf the district. 


The office of the district press has the following 
functions to perforn: 


News and Information Service; 
The office of the district press furnishes the news- 
pepers, by means of the regularly appearing National 


Socialist Gau Service, with all the news material 
in regard to all Party arrangements and events in 
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in the district. Moreover, its news information service, 
based on records is at the disposal of all papers for deal- 
ing with all questions, concerning the party. 


The Personal News Service 


The office of the district press makes information accessible 
to editors through press conferences, receptions with func- 
tionaries of the individual party offices, etc. It informs 
the editorial boards of the district of the special journal- 
ist political wishes of the Gauleitungen, 


Information given to the party press: 


The office of the district press, on the basis of reports of 
the political press organ, informs the editorial boards of 
the party press about the wishes of the readers in regard to 
newspaper techniaue, Moreover, it is in charge of local re- 
porting of party affairs and educates the editorial board and 
press officials as regards newspaper technique. 


The editor of the district (Kreis) press and the head of the 
local group (STÜTZPUNKT): 


The editor of the district press and the head of the 
local group respectively have duties that are technically 
derived from those of the Head of the Office of the district 
press. Permission to publish must, however, in all cases 
be granted through the head of the office of the district 
press, Press representatives of the organizations and of- 
fices can also be requested here, In the hands of the press 
chiefs of the local groups, who can have the rank of a head 
of the office of a local group, there lies, above all, the 
reporting of local party news, namely, the journalistic eva- 
luation of the entire social service work of the local group, 
formulated in accord with the directives of the political 
journalistic service. 


III. In order to carry out his duties, the Chief of the Reich press 
has established the following bureaus in Berlin, as well as in 
Munich: 


1. The press personnel bureau with the office in Munich. 
The press personnel bureau works out all personal ques- 
tions, especially that concerning the conferring of the 
"party press armband" upon proved national socialist edi- 
tors, (The armband is to be worn on the left forearm only 
on special occasions). Moreover in a special departmont 
the official gazette of the Reich Government is bcing pre- 
pared, 


The political press burcau with its office in Berlin. The 
political press bureau concerns itself with the general 
principles regarding the work of the party press as well 

as the entire use of the political press organ of the party. 


The head of the political press bureau has also been chosen by 
the chief of the Reich press as his commissioner for the entire press 
service system of the party and exercises the right of controlling and 
vetoing all press releases, which are issued by party bureaus or those 
which are regarded as national socialist, 


The head of the political press bureau is editor-in-chicf of the 


national socialist party press service (N.S.K.) The NSK is the only 
official press service of the NSDAP and it alone is empowcred to publish 
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in the name of the party, for all Reich Government offices, including 
their subsidiary and subordinate organizations. The NSK as press sor- 
vice is at the disposal of all the editorial staffs of the whole German 
press, 


The political press bureau has its headquarters in the NS press 
House in Berlin. In the NS Press House all party papers are represent- 
ed by their own Berlin editors,

Duty 


The Reich Director of the Press has to perform the duties of a 
publisher ana politician (verlagspolitische Aufgaben). 


He is commissioned to furnish the German people with a press,which 
owes allegiance to them and is responsible to them and which is to re- 
flect the life and the experiences of the German community. Furthermore, 
the Reich Director of tho Press has the duty of taking the neccessary 
measures to enforce the demands made on him as publisher and politician 
which are laid down in the program of the NSDAP under point 23 and to sce 
that they are carried out. The latter applics especially to the decree 
of April 25, 1935 relative to "the preservation of the independence of 
the newspaper publishing business! and to the "closing of newspaper pub- 
lishing houses for the purpose of climinating unhcalthy conditions of 
competition". Finally he is commissioned to publish all the standard 
literature for the national socialist movement. 


Authority 


The Reich Director of the Press is authorized by the Flihrer to 
take all necessary measures for the execution of his duty and he has the 
following powers: 


1. The recognition of periodic publications as official party 
organs. 


2. The decision concerning the founding and the appearance of 
periodic publications, which are published by party members, even when 
they do not aspire to recognition as official party organs, 


3. a) The issue of general regulations for the whole publishing 
business to tho entire press published by party members, The regula- 
tions are valid as orders, as long as nothing else is laid down by the 
Reich Director of the Press, 


b) The decision over all questions of publication whose signi- 
ficance is a mattor of principle and extends beyond the individual pub- 
lication, when he takes this decision upon himself, The publications in 
these instances are obliged to submit these questions to the final de- 
cision of the Reich Director of the Press, 


c) The inspection at any time of all official party publica- 
tions and their entire economic organization and direction, as well as 
the right and power of exercising influence, 


The responsibility of the individual publishers for the 
direction of the publishing business is not affectod thercby. 


4, The employment of responsible directors end their deputies 

only takes place by the Reich Director of the press, who has to decide 

the person and the contract, The Reich Director of the Press decides 
whether the existing contract is to be continued or dissolved. The Reich 
Director of the Press is also empowered to appoint commissioners for di- 
recting publication, and their directives are to be followed by the pub- 
lishers! staffs and by the entire firm. The right of appointing com- 
missioners over the publishers! staffs is reserved for the Reich Director, 
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Subordinetion, 
The following are subordinate to the Reich Director of the Press: 


1. The governing board of the Reich Director of the Press. 
The governing board sponsors anc inspects the NS district 
publications. These are the ones recognized as party organs 
and as party newspapers which are exclusively party property» 
The directors of the NS district publications are political 
leaders on the staff of the district leader (Gauleiter) and 
are personally and officially subordinate to hin. Fron a 
professional point of view the directors of the N.S. district 
publications are exclusively subordinate to the Reich Director 
of the Press. His approval is necessary for chenges of 
personnel. Lower classifications in districts, etc.do not 
exist.
